The Post Office: 


You Pay for It, 
Use It! 


One of the Coin Dealer’s best 
friends is the Post Office Depart- 
ment. And the best way a dealer 
can use the Post Office is to be 
well informed about the services 
available. 

How many times have you won- 
dered, what is the best way to send 
these coins? Should I send them 
first class registered, or fourth class 
insured? Can I send them COD, 
can I insure them in addition to 
Postal insurance? Is there such 
a thing as third class mail? 

Of course, most of your ques- 
tions can be answered easily by 
the Postal Manual. But not every- 
body has a Postal Manual and, 
though it is possible for anyone to 
obtain one, most of us don’t feel 
we need one. 

The Postal Manual is sold for 
$8.00 complete. This includes 
chapters three through eight, 
which are made up of internal op- 
erating procedures of the Post Of- 
fice Department and are generally 
not needed by other than postal 
employees. 

Chapters one and two contain 
the information necessary to using 
the mails to ship numismatic ma- 
terial and these two chapters sell 
for $4.00. 

Another publication which may 
prove helpful to the dealer — par- 
ticularly if he handles stamps — 
is the Postal Bulletin. A weekly 
newssheet designed to transmit 


timely or transitional instructions 
and information relating to the 
Postal Service, the Postal Bulletin 
contains philatelic information as 
well as any changes or revisions in 
airmail, money order, parcel post 
or any other mailing procedures. 
It costs $2.25 per year. 

These publications should be or- 
dered, prepaid, from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington 
Bie, 

One thing we hear a lot about 
is the ZIP Code. Right now it’s 
a nuisance, because it’s different 
and we have to learn to use it. But 
when it gets into nationwide opera- 
tion, it will cut down both delivery 
time and mailing costs. This 
doesn’t mean there’ll be a postage 
reduction — it simply means there 
may not be any drastic postage 
increases in the near future. 

With the present system of sort- 
ing mail, from eight to ten indi- 
viduals handle a letter in nearly 
as many different post offices. 
With ZIP, this number will be cut 
down to two or three. Contracts 
are being discussed currently on 
scanning machines which can read 
not only typewritten and printed 
ZIP numbers in addresses, but 
longhand numbers as well. And 
these scanning and sorting ma- 
chines will, by means of ZIP num- 
bers, be able to sort mail at fan- 
tastic rates of speed. 


So now is a good time to get into 
the ZIP act. Learn the system 
early so you can use it automatical- 
ly when it goes into full swing. 

And here is a good place to men- 
tion postal zones. 

Postal zones are artificially con- 
structed areas of the United 
States, based on distances from 
the post office from which you do 
your mailing, which are used as a 
basis of rates for certain classes of 
mail. 


There are a couple of good ways 
to find out what zone you’re mail- 
ing to. One of these ways is to 
purchase a Directory of Post Of- 
fices from the Superintendent of 
Documents for $2.50. 

This book, in conjunction with 
an Official Zone Key to the Parcel 
Post Guide, tells what zone every 
post office in the United States is 
in. The book also contains ZIP 
numbers of every U.S. post office, 
all of which are listed according 
to State, alphabetically by city 
and by county. 

The Zone Key is available from 
your local postmaster and will 
prove very helpful in preparing 
your mailings. 

The other method of finding 
which zone you’re mailing to is to 
construct a United States zone 
map which will show zones fairly 
closely. If you know the scale of

the map you plan to use, you can 
draw circles representing the 
zones, using your city as the center 
of the circle. 

These are the distances which 
the radius of each circle should 
cover: 

Zones 1 & 2—up to 150 miles 

Zone 3—150 to 300 miles 

Zone 4— 300 to 600 miles 


Zone 5— 600 to 1,000 miles 
Zone 6 — 1,000 to 1,400 miles 
Zone 7— 1,400 to 1,800 miles 


8 — Everything over 1,800 
miles 


This method isn’t entirely ac- 
curate, but is a lot more simple to 
use. 


And now, mailing itself. 


Can numismatic material be 
mailed first class? Obviously, yes. 
Can this material be insured? No. 
But it can be registered. 

So what is first class mail? 

First class mail includes letters, 
postal and post cards, airmail 
weighing not to exceed eight ounc- 
es, whether sealed or unsealed, all

matter wholly or partly in writ- 
ing except authorized additions to 
second, third and fourth-class mail 
and matter sealed or closed against 
inspection. 

First class mail has to be at least 
three inches in width and 4% inch- 
es in length. But there is no maxi- 
mum limit of size on first class 
mail, with exceptions which apply 
only to envelopes, cards and self- 
mailers with postage paid at the 
first-class rate. 

But there is a weight limit. For- 
ty pounds to local, first and sec- 
ond zones and twenty pounds 
when addressed to the _ third 
through the eighth zones when 
mailed from a first class office. 
But when the matter is mailed 
either to or from any second, third 
or fourth class Post Office, the 
weight limit jumps to 70 pounds.

The charge is eight cents 
an ounce up to eight ounces. From 
there on it costs according to which 
zone the material goes to. Maxi- 
mum charge — a 70-pound pack- 
age to the eighth zone — is $56.08. 

Protection of first-class mail 
comes in two forms — registry and 
commercial coverage known as par- 
cel post insurance. 

Added protection for valuable 
and important mail and evidence 
of mailing and delivery may be ob- 
tained by having it registered. 

The law requires the sender to 
tell the postal clerk the FULL 
value of the matter to be regis- 
tered. And the fact that private 
insurance may be carried on the 
same piece of mail doesn’t make 
any difference in declaring value. 


There are three classifications 
of matter given in the Manual: 
Money; Merchandise; and Jewel- 
ry, Gems and Precious Metals. 
The full value of money must be 
declared, the market value or cost 
of merchandise and the market 
value of the last of the three must 
also be declared.

Whether numismatic “money” 
comes under the heading of money 
or merchandise is a little doubt- 
ful, although it definitely comes 
under the merchandise heading of 
commercial insurance. 

Registration rates are controlled 
by a rather elaborate chart which 
gives rates for coverage from the 
minimum evaluation to more than 
$15,000,000. This fee will depend 
somewhat on whether the mailed 
piece is covered by commercial 
insurance. Payment for losses may 
also be influenced by whether the 
piece is covered by commercial in- 
surance. 


Since third and fourth class mail 
or airmail which contains third 
or fourth class matter may be in- 
sured by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, it will be well to define third 
and fourth class mail. 


Third class mail consists of mail- 
able matter which is not mailed or 
required to be mailed as first class 
mail, which is not entered as sec- 
ond class mail and which is less 
than 16 ounces in weight. 

Each piece of third class mail

may weigh up to 16, but not in- 
cluding 16 ounces, and there is 
no maximum size limit. The same 
minimum size limits apply as to 
first class mail. 

Third class rates begin at four 
cents for the first two ounces or 
fraction of two ounces, plus two 
cents for each additional ounce 
or fraction of an ounce. 


The Manual goes on and on de- 
scribing what fourth class mail is. 
In brief, fourth class mail is any 
mailable matter not included in 
the first, second or third classes. 


Each addressed piece must 
weigh 16 ounces or more but with 
the following limitations; Parcels 
mailed at or to any 2nd, 3rd, or 
4th class office, to or from any 
rural or star route, to or from any 
Army, Air Force or fleet office, to 
or from any post office in Alaska 
or Hawaii, or to, from or between 
any territory of possession of the 
U.S., must not exceed 70 pounds. 
Parcels mailed at a first class of- 
fice in the U.S. for delivery at the 
same or any other first class office 
in the U.S. are limited to 40 pounds

when they will be delivered in lo- 
cal, first and second zones and are 
limited to 20 pounds when ad- 
dressed to the third through the 
eight zones, with certain excep- 
tions. 


Size limits for fourth class mail 
state that parcels mailed at a first 
class office in the U.S. for delivery 
at the same or another first class 
office in the U.S. must not exceed 
72 inches in length and girth com- 
bined. All parcels going to other 
class offices are limited to 100 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined. 


To arrive at the size of the par- 
cel measure the longest side and 
add to the distance around the 
parcel at its thickest part. 


Fourth class rates go by zones, 
with special charts applying to 
catalogs, printed advertising mat- 
ter and library materials. 

Dealers and suppliers may mail 
books under the educational ma- 
terials rate if they so desire. Most 
numismatic books pass the mini-

mum page regulation — 24 pages. 
However, the regulation states the 
books must contain no advertis- 
ing except the incidental an- 
nouncements of books. Advertis- 
ing, according to the regulation, 
includes paid advertising and the 
publishers’ own advertising. 


Rates for educational matter, 
effective January 1, 1964 are 10¢ 
for the first pound and 5¢ for each 
additional pound or fraction. 

Postal insurance is simple and 
inexpensive. The mail must bear 
the complete names and addresses 
of sender and addressee. And the 
following are not acceptable for 
insurance: Parcels containing mat- 
ter offered for sale, addressed to 
prospective purchasers who have 
not ordered or authorized their 
sending. If such matter is received 
in the mail, payment will not be 
made for loss, rifling or damage. 

Liability for insured mail is lim- 
ited to $200. This is probably the 
greatest disadvantage of insuring 
through the Post Office. However,

rates for postal insurance some- 
what compensate for this disad- 
vantage. 

The fee is ten cents for the first 
ten dollars of liability. From $10 
to $50, the fee is 20¢; from $50 to 
$100, 30¢; and from $100 to $200, 
40¢. 

There are extra services avail- 
able with insurance, at extra cost. 
The Post Office will guarantee re- 
stricted delivery (delivery only to 
the addressee) for 50¢ and will 
supply return receipts, when re- 
quested at the time of mailing, for 
10¢. However, neither of these 
services is available for mail in- 
sured for $10 or less. 

Commercial insurance, often 
called Parcel Post Insurance, is 
available from a number of insur- 
ance companies. 

Property covered by this type 
of insurance usually covers mer- 
chandise as specifically identified 
in the policy and incidental to the 
Insured’s business, shipped by 
parcel post (fourth class), first 
class or registered mail.

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Continued from page 10 The sender purchases a book of 
coupons from the insurance com- 
pany at a cost of about five cents 
a coupon. One coupon — five 
cents — will provide coverage on 
matter valued up to $25 in unre- 
gistered first class mail or ordinary 
parcel post. To get the Maximum 
coverage on this kind of mail, five 
coupons-25¢ — must be enclosed 
with the package. 

For registered mail or govern- 
ment insured parcel post one cou- 
pon will cover a package valued 
at $50 and the $500 maximum val- 
uation will be covered by eight cou- 
pons. 

When using the coupons, the 
stubs must be filled out complete- 
ly and kept as a record. The cou- 
pons are enclosed in the package 
or letter. 

It is also possible to insure in- 
coming shipments under the open 
form of insurance. An additional 
$5 fee is charged and each ship- 
ment must be recorded just as out- 
going shipments are. 

The open form can also be used 
to cover shipments going to for- 
eign countries — at special rates. 


Here again the merchandise is 
covered only if the addressee has 
ordered it or if he is a regular cus- 
tomer. In other words, just as 
you cannot recover unordered mer- 
chandise sent through the mail, 
you cannot collect for its loss, or 
for damage. 


There are two forms of this in- 
surance available. One, the “Open 
Form’, is designed for larger ac- 
counts where the annual premium 
developed will amount to $50 or 
more. This type is usually issued 
on a monthly or quarterly report- 
ing basis. 

Liability is limited to $100 on 
parcel post mail and $500 on regis- 
tered mail or on a parcel post pack- 
age which carries government in- 
surance. These limits can be in- 
creased in some cases. 

Under the open form the com- 
pany provides forms for the sender 
to keep an accurate record of every 
package with detailed listings of 
the merchandise insured. 

The other type of commercial 
insurance is the “Coupon Form’.

Another form of mail which can 
be used is Collect On Delivery 
(COD), but this would be used so 
infrequently in the coin business 
that it doesn’t deserve much dis- 
cussion. 


Since the purchaser of coins 
usually likes to inspect them be- 
fore he makes his payment, COD 
would put him in an uncomfortable 
spot, to say the least. For the 
Postal Manual directs that he may 
open the package only AFTER 
the COD charges have been paid. 

The maximum COD Charge that 
will be collected is $200 and this, 
of course, includes postage and 
any registration fees. Charges for 
registration, by the way, are slight- 
ly different for COD Mail. 

However, commercial parcel 
post insurance cannot be used with 
COD mail. For one of the stipu- 
lations of parcel post insurance is 
that the postage must be fully 
prepaid. 

So, after you’ve gone through 
the long process of discovering 
which is the best way of mailing 
and protecting your shipment, 
what if the parcel is lost? 


Naturally, you make a claim. 


Your local postmaster has the 
forms for filing a Postal insurance 
or registry claim. However, a wait- 
ing period is required to give the 
Post Office sufficient time either 
to deliver the parcel or, in the 
event it cannot be delivered, to re- 
turn it to you. This waiting period 
is ten days for registered mail, 15 
days for insured mail and 30 days 
for COD. 


(The only hitch in Postal regis- 
try or insurance comes under 
“Nonpayable Claims.” The article 
says, “Payment will not be made 
in excess of the actual value of 
the article...” 

We are not sure whether numis- 
matic items will be valued by the 
Post Office at their current market 
value or simply at their face val- 
ue. ) 

Here’s what you can receive in 
payment of your claim. The total 
value of the article lost — not the 
total coverage. In other words, 
if you register a $20 item for $100, 
you will collect $20, not $100. You

will also collect the postage paid 
in mailing the parcel. 


In the case of damaged mer- 
chandise you will receive a sum 
sufficient to pay for repairs plus 
the postage for sending it away to 
have repairs made. In most cases 
this is not applicable to numisma- 
tic material. So, you can also re- 
ceive the full amount of the item’s 
value if it is not repairable — but 
the item then becomes the proper- 
ty of the Post Office Department. 


However, if the parcel is insured 
by commercial insurance in addi- 
tion to Postal insurance or regis- 
try, the Post Office will not pay 
the full value. Instead, there is 
a formula used for prorating the 
total amount of insurance to be 
paid between the Postal Service 
and the insurance company. 


It’s evident that there are a 
number of ways to send parcels 
through the mail. Usually there 
is only one BEST way for an in- 
dividual shipment. It will probab- 
ly pay to discover which method

lish, which accounts for the Anglo 
Saxon name instead of the usual 
Spanish name. He speaks suffi- 
cient English to be able to con- 
verse with Americans who seldom 
speak any Spanish. 


Sr. Blackmore is continually 
picking up older Mexican coins 
from various sources which he has 
cultivated so can always show a 
visiting coin collector quite a va- 
riety of coins that the collector 
doesn’t have but wants. He re- 
ports that many collectors not 
only buy for their own personal 
collection but also buy considera- 
ble quantities of the older Mexi- 
can coins to take back to the 
States with them for sale to other 
collectors. Thus at times the busi- 
ness runs into a nice figure. The 
business is entirely in Mexican 
coins. 


As a sort of side line to the side 
line, Sr. Blackmore also accepts 
U.S. Money in exchange for Mexi- 
can money thus making the usual 
profit that a currency exchange 
makes in buying and selling for- 
eign exchange. 


New LUCO Market 


The only advertising that Sr. 
Blackmore does is a large sign in 
English indicating that he has old 
Mexican coins for sale. That does 
the trick. Tourists mean business 
for this Mexican side line coin 
dealer. 

This looks like an idea that coin 
dealers in such cities as New York, 
New Orleans and other port cities 
that attract foreign tourists might 
copy. Many of them are likely 
collectors of U. S. Coins.

Israel Strikes 
State Medal 


The Terra Sancta Medal is 
struck by the State of Israel and 
specially designed for pilgrims and 
visitors to the Holy Land. 


On the obverse, the artist sought 
to portray a pilgrim’s vision of the 
Land by means of a relief in per- 
spective in the style of ancient 
maps. The hills of Judaea and 
Galilee, the towns of Jaffa and 
Haifa, of Jerusalem, Nazareth and 
Tiberias are subtly evoked. On 
Mount Tabor, the monastery 
stands out, while the Sea of Galilee 
and the Dead Sea, deeply incused, 
are linked by the words “Terra 
Sancta”. 


The map has been treated in a 
somewhat exaggerated manner 
with regard to the mountains, 
towns and seas. The artist has

also treated freely the shape of 
the country — following the con- 
cepts of medieval cartography, 
thus succeeding in adapting that 
shape to the rounded confines of 
the medal. 


The reverse bears the verse 
“Love Thy Neighbour as Thyself” 
(Leviticus XIX, 18) in Hebrew, 
French and English. The beauty 
of the simple words inspired the 
artist, and the difficulty of creat- 
ing a harmonious pattern out of 
two different types of script and 
three languages constituted an 
artistic challenge. The Latin let- 
tering of the French and English 
in the centre is encircled by the 
Hebrew lettering that runs around 
both. The result strikes a medieval 
note echoing the mood of the 
obverse.

May Soon Break in Your Area

tributed within the next few months. Although it 
is unknown exactly what dates will be found, our 
confidential sources indicate very few common dates 
are left.

If good dollars come to your 
area, will you be ready for them?

Par- 
ticularly wanted are all dollars with mintage less 
than 6,000,000. I have investors waiting with up to 
$2 million available for the purchase of these dollars, 
so no quantity is too large. No, I will not pay full 
retail for them but I will make you a fair offer. 
Unlike some other dealers, I back up my offers and

as all the early P mints. These are more or less 
common dates but show a good indication of what’s 
to come. 


Last year about this time eastern dealers were 
able to obtain the formerly rare 18980, 020, 030, 
and 040, among others, from their banks. Several 
months later banks in Montana got mint bags of 
1897P, 99P and many other dates. California and 
Nevada received similar dates a month later. The 
releasing of “rare” dollars is nothing new. It began 
some nine years ago with the release of approxi- 
mately 50 bags of each date of the CC mint with 
the exception of the 79CC, 89CC and 93CC. It is 
thought that these bags are still to come. 


When you are fortunate enough 
to get the good dates, will you 
know how to market them? The 
best and safest thing would be to 
store them away for investment; 
but in most cases this is not prac- 
tical. About the worst thing you 
could do is sell them locally. Also 
bad is advertising them in the 
national coin papers. Both of the 
above will cause an avalanche of 
collectors and hoarders to descend 
on all the banks in your locality 
and you will be quickly cut off 
from your supply. 


Whatever you do, don’t panic as 
one Kansas City dealer did when 
he got a bag of 030’s. He soon 
flooded his local market and got 
$3.00 or $4.00 each. At the same 
time, I had a standing offer of 
$15,000 and couldn’t buy any. 


all my deals are firm. My point is made and I hope 
you will help us both by remembering this ad.

We have no axe to grind, nothing to gain by watching the prices advance each 
time a publication appears.

Now on the horizon is a new publication. It should be designed to serve the 
investment side of numismatics. But it will be published by an organization 
whose central purpose is the buying and selling of coins. The paper will be 
secondary, an adjunct to the real business of the firm. We wish them all the 
success they can have, but we'd like to point out that a house organ is not 
always the best kind of advertising medium. We won't knock them, just men- 
tion that there are pitfalls. 


AD COPY: THE SOONER, THE BETTER 


Advertising volume has reached an all-time high in the "Numismatic News". 
This, of course, has demanded a new high in editorial content with consequent 
increases in production costs. 


But don't be alarmed. We're not going to have a jump in advertising rates. 
We have a somewhat milder solution to our problems. 


We don't want to advance deadlines for ad copy and we won't unless we abso- 
lutely must. But we'd appreciate your watching copy deadlines very closely. 
Any help you can give us in getting your ad copy in early may be the means 
of staving off a move which neither you nor we want to see happen. 


WHY FIGHT BACK? 


Within the last couple of months, numismatics has received a dark-colored 
eye at the hands of several national circulation magazines. They equate all 
collecting with fringe investing, and warn that numismatic investment is a 
rotten poor business, comparable to investing in tulip bulbs. 


What seems obvious to some of us is that these stories were "planted" by mem- 
bers of the numismatic fraternity who can't quite keep up with the times. And, 
what is also quite obvious is that the stories were not based solidly on fact. 


We have no desire to protect investment pushers who are making wild-eyed 
claims about getting rich without realizing where the gain from their invest- 
ment is coming from. But we have been around long enough to know that this 
is a tremendously diversified business. We can't all be doing the same kind 
of business and we must realize the other branches of the hobby are just as 
real as the one in which we are engaged. 


Numismatics today is a stronger, more solid business than it has ever been. 
And the presence of some shaky elements doesn't change that fact. 


Don't weaken the whole business by taking pot shots at parts of it. If we man- 
age to damage the part we're shooting at, the effects of that damage will 


certainly be felt in our own area. 


Let's be strong together!

Part-Time Dealer: 


Businessman or Hobbyist? 


By Joseph Arkin, C.P.A., M.B.A. 


Many persons who dabble in 
coins do so as an adjunct to other 
means of making a_ livelihood. 
Whether the operation of a part- 
time coin endeavor is, for tax pur- 
poses, a business or a hobby is 
very important. 


If the sideline operation does 
qualify as a business, the net pro- 
fit or loss is added or substracted 
from other income in order to ar- 
rive at adjusted gross income. 
Thus, the losses (excess of ex- 
penses over income) can be de- 
ducted from taxable income and 
you may still claim the optional 
standard deduction. This deduc- 
tion provides for the use of the 
Government tax tables where ad- 
justed gross income is under $5000, 
or 10% (limited to $1000) on in- 
comes in excess of $5000. 

If the sideline operation is held 
not to qualify as a business, then 
its expenses are not deductible 
from gross income. In some in- 
stances, they may qualify as de- 
ductible items if you elect to item- 
ize your deductions (taxes, inter- 
est, charity, medical, casualty 
losses, etc.) and file a long-form” 
return. In some situations, the tax- 
ing authorities may not allow any

deductions at all and consider the 
expenses of the operation to be 
personal in nature. 


Precisely what is a trade or busi- 
ness? As a result of various court 
decisions we can define a trade or 
business as that branch of activ- 
ities wherein an individual expends 
his everyday efforts to gain a live- 
lihood. To call an activity a trade 
or business, a taxpayer apparently 
has to devote to it a substantial 
part of his business time. Also, he 
may have more than one trade or 
business at the same time. 


Actually, there are no exact 
tests to determine whether you 
are engaged in a trade or in a 
hobby. It is a factual problem that 
varies in each particular case. The 
tests generally used by Treasury 
agents when examining your tax 
returns are 1) The amount of time 
you spend on the sideline opera- 
tion in relation to the amount of 
time you spend in other commer- 
cial activities 2) The manner of 
operating the sideline venture. Do 
you run it like a business? Do 
you keep accurate and full records

3) The 
amount of income generated 4) 
Whether a profit is shown in any

5) Does the agent feel that you 
are honestly striving for a profit 
as opposed to providing yourself 
with recreational activity? 


Let us be specific. Suppose you 
own and operate a small retail 
clothing store as a sideline engage 
in the collection, display and sale 
of coins through the mail. How 
might your sideline expenses be 
treated? 


As business expenses: If you can 
substantiate that you are in fact 
operating a bonafide business, you 
can file Schedule C (Pofit or Loss 
from Business of Profession). 
Thus, all expenses in connection 
with the operation can be deduct- 
ed from the income received. The 
resultant profit or loss is taken 
into account and combined with 
other items of taxable income. 
These expenses include, but are 
not limited to: wages, rent, tele- 
phone, labor taxes, insurance, light 
and power, depreciation of equip-

ment used in trade, subscriptions 
to trade and professional journals, 
postage, travel and entertainment, 
automobile expenses, interest, le- 
gal and accounting, advertising, 
business taxes, cleaning, station- 
ery, exhibit expenses, bank 
charges, repairs, dues to profes- 
sional societies, etc. 

Factors weighing in your favor 
in attempting to prove the opera- 
tion of a business as opposed to a 
hobby operation, would be the 
scope of the enterprise, employ- 
ment of assistants, the use of busi- 
ness quarters, the number of hours 
spent at this work—and of course, 
the best proof would be an excess 
of income over expenses. Some, 
but not all of these items mention- 
ed are a must in trying to prove 
that you are indeed running a 
business for profit. 

As profit-seeking venture ex- 
penses: You can deduct those ex- 
penses which you incur in non- 
business ventures where the pri- 
mary purpose was for the produc- 
tion of income. For instance, a 
person who invests in stocks and 
bonds as a supplement to his in- 


come, is not engaged in the “busi- 
ness” of selling stocks and bonds, 
but nevertheless expenses in con- 
nection therewith would be de- 
ductible. These expenses might in- 
clude subscriptions to advisory 
services, safe deposit box rental, 
accounting fees, etc. The expenses 
which fall into this category can 
be deducted on Form 1040 on page 
2, under the heading “Miscellane- 
ous.” 


For those who cannot prove that 
they are in business this classifi- 
cation does afford a means of de- 
ducting expenses, but the deduc- 
tion is available only to those who 
elect to itemize their deductions. 


Factors which will allow you to 
avail yourself of this type of de- 
duction will include consideration 
of the limited amount of time 
spent in the operation as compared 
to other income-producing activ- 
ities, the smallness of the opera- 
tion, and the fact that you only 
make casual or isolated sales. 


To be able to deduct expenses, 
or to deduct expenses in excess of

income, you must show that you 
are carrying on your sideline oper- 
ation for a profit. Failure to prove 
profit-seeking motives will cause 
you to lose your deduction for ex- 
penses, as more fully explained in 
the next paragraph. 

As personal or hobby expenses: 
The person who likes to collect 
coins purely for his own joy and 
satisfaction is not engaged in a 
business, nor has he entered into 
a transaction for profit. Thus, his 
expenses are considered to be 
hobby expenses, personal in na- 
ture, and not tax-deductible. 

Listed herein are several ex- 
amples of how the courts have 
handled the deductibility of ex- 
penses of sideline businesses. 
While not directly connected with 
coins and collecting as such, an 
analogy can be drawn. 

Example No. 1. An attorney lost 
more than $11,000 in a flower rais- 
ing business. The treasury agent 
who examined his return disallow- 
ed the deduction and held that it 
was a non-deductible hobby loss, 
saying that the attorney never

reasonably expected to make a 
profit from such a business. The 
court disagreed and overruled the 
Treasury Department’s conten- 
tions. The court held that while 
anexperienced horticulturist 
might not have reasonably expect- 
ed to make a profit, it does not 
follow that an attorney would not 
have expected one. The attorney 
convinced the court that he had 
no personal interest in flowers as 
such, and just sought to make a 
profit. When he finally came to 
realize that he could not make a 
profit from the venture, he gave it 
up. (Morton TC Memo 1957-101.) 


Example No. 2. A photographer 
operated a studio as his sole means 
of support. He eventually gave up 
his studio and operated a photo- 
graphic enterprise from his home. 
He made field trips, sold photos 
to magazines and gave lectures on 
his explorations. The Treasury 
Department disallowed his ex- 
penses and held that he was en- 
gaging in the hobby of photo-

In keeping in step with the ever 
increasing complexion changes in 
the numismatic hobby and _ busi- 
ness, Krause Publications have in- 
stalled a machine which has had 
a profound and lasting effect on 
the numismatic hobby, the TELE- 
TYPE. 


In the little over one year since 
teletype came on the numismatic 
scene, its impact has been heavily 
impressed on the market, and it 
has definitely established itself as 
a permanent fixture and influence. 

During this short time, teletype 
has from some quarters received 
heavy castigation. Because of the 
deep collector insight, and full re- 
spect for coin dealing as a business 
and profession, on the part of the 
staff at IOLA, no such criticism 
was fathered by Krause Publica- 
tions. 


While the staff fully realizes that 
not every influence which teletype 
has had on the hobby is good, by 
the same token it has examined the 
situation in the correct light to 
realize that, just as with any other 
experience in our everyday lives, 
not everything is black.

A Dealer Entertains and 


Educates the Public 


“Money Museum... 
A Business Booster’ 


By Alpha LaForce 


One effective method for a coin 
dealer to attract public attention 
and gain new customers is to open 
a “Money Museum.” Over 4,400 
persons passed through the turn- 
stile gate of Criswell’s St. Peters- 
burg Beach, Florida “Money Mu- 
seum”’ in its first three months of 
operation. 

Unfortunately, the museum also 
attracted the attention of some 
visitors who didn’t pass through 
the turnstile gate, but gained en- 
trance from the roof through a 
small air conditioning duct which 
had been overlooked in the attrac- 
tion’s alarm system. 

The day this reporter visited the 
Museum, doors were temporarily 
closed to the public while Grover 
C. Criswell Jr. and Robert Nichols, 
museum curator, conferred with 
insurance adjustors following the 
theft of. loot valued at over 
$250,000. About 90% of the stolen 
goods belonged to Irving M. Mos- 
kovitz of Detroit, who loaned part 
of his $1 million gold collection to 
the museum for display. The mu- 
seum theft was the fourth theft of 
rare coin collections in the Tampa 
Bay area in a two week period. 

One thing is certain. When the 
museum reopens, safety precau- 
tions will assure that such a theft 
could not happen again! 

The opening of the museum in 
November, 1963 climaxed the 17 
year career of professional numis- 
matist Grover C. Criswell Jr., the 
richest man in the world — in 
authentic Confederate currency, 
the field in which he specializes. 


Beginning his operation in the 





mail order category, Criswell was 
one of the first dealers to promote 
the popularity of Confederate 
money and is a recognized authori- 
ty in this field, also author of two 
published volumes dealing with 
Confederate and Southern States 
Currency and Bonds. 


In July, 1963 he opened his first 
retail store at St. Petersburg 
Beach, Florida and began prepar- 
ing for the opening of his unique 
Money Museum, the result of years 
of research and accumulation of 
rare, curious and odd pieces of 
money from all corners of the globe 
and periods of history. 

“The museum has benefited our 
business in many ways,” explains 
Criswell. ‘More than 75% of the 


museum’s visitors purchase sup- 
plies in our adjoining store. The 
museum’s attractions stimulate in- 
terest in coin and currency collec- 
ing and many new collectors begin 
with the purchase of coin books, 
starter kits or albums. Quite a few 
coin dealers and collectors visit the 
museum also. They usually buy at 
least one additional piece for their 
collection.” 

In his store, which adjoins the 
museum, Criswell displays coin 
sets, albums, catalogues, all types 
of supplies as well as novelty items 
in the numismatic field, of interest 
to tourists as souvenirs. 

Approximately 1,650 children 
were among museum guests.

currency appeals particularly to 
youngsters and many of them start 
a collection after touring the mu- 
seum. 

“A number of persons bring in 
items to sell or even to donate to 
the museum” adds Criswell. “We 
have acquired a number of good 
pieces in this manner since we 
opened, such as some rare Chinese 
knife money. Visitors from various 
states bring in state currency; ex- 
service men bring in pieces they 
picked up overseas.” 

The museum features money 
from every state and period of his- 
tory, including such items as de- 
pression scrip from 1933; govern- 
ment bonds picturing cows, bulls, 
trains, etc., “funny money” pic- 
turing hunters, quails, turkeys, 
bears, lions and a very complete 
and interesting Civil War Section. 


The Civil War Section contains 
many rare and valuable pieces of 
currency and bonds, like a $5.00 
Confederate States of America 
note which is one of the most 
famous of any issued. 


In addition, this section contains 
many other valuable and interest- 
ing documents such as bounty no- 
tices, army discharge certificates 
and copies of old newspapers, some 
advertising “‘slaves for sale.” 


There are several authentic 
copies of old song hits such as 
Jerome Kern’s “Leave It To Jane’, 
and an engraving that is a copy 
of the famous painting “Declara- 
tion of Independence” by John 
Trumbull. The section is a nearly 
complete education in Civil War 
history. 

“Floyd Christian, Pinellas Coun- 
ty’s Superintendent of Schools, 
has approved the museum for edu- 
cational visitation,” says Criswell. 
“This means school groups will be 
coming in regularly. We’ve already 
had quite a few boy and girl scout 
troops. Of particular interest to 
them is our display of notes from 
Rhodesia, issued under authority 
of Colonel Powell, the founder of 
the Boy Scouts.” 

Treasures collected from all 
corners of the world for odd and 
curious money displays draw much 
attention. One showcase contains

Local and out of state coin col- 
lectors have been coming in droves 
to visit the expanded new facili- 
ties of Sid Smith Coins, Miami, 
Florida. 


Sidney, a well known figure in 
numismatic circles (and _ pretty 
hard to miss because of his size), 
has redecorated two beautiful new 
stores on one of Miami’s most 
heavily traveled routes, Biscayne 
Boulevard.

such items as spearhead money 
from the Baturi district of Africa, 
hippopotamus tusk money, club 
shaped iron used as exchange in 
the E. Camerouns of Africa. 


Legends on cards on the outsides 
of showcases are keyed to num- 
bers on exhibits explaining their 
use and origin. For example 12 
small or six large pieces of spear- 
head money buy a wife. Another 
case displays the Gizzi penny of 
Africa, with the legend that tradi- 
tion warns if either end becomes 
broken, the penny loses its soul. 


Other exhibits include Burma 
“tok” or marriage money, dipped 
in egg for fertility, “pants money” 
(coin of the Wong Mong period), 
hand carved India ring money and 
Ethiopian cartridge money. One 
cartridge would buy a chicken, 6 
eggs, and a quantity of barley 
bread. Cowrie shells from the 
South Sea islands are still accepted 
for money in various parts of the 
world, according to the legend.

JUST FROM YOUR SHOP!

“Contrary to what a lot of coin 
dealers think,” the profit margin in 
numismatic dealings has dropped 
almost 10 per cent during the last 
couple of decades,” states Manuel 
Gouveia, of the Sacramento Stamp 
and Coin Company at 4911 15th 
Avenue in Sacramento, California. 


“However,” adds Gouveia, 
“there’s still ample profiting from 
volume management and cost cut- 
ting, but frequently the real pro- 
fits come from a dealer’s buiness 
efforts which occur beyond the 
physical boundaries of his store.” 


Gouveia isn’t intimating that the 
coin business is full of hard knocks. 
Actually, “Anyone starting a coin 
dealing business today can make 
money,” insists Gouveia who has 
dealt with hobbyists and collectors 
for more than 40 years and claims 
selling coins is his greatest love. 
“The way to do it is to be reason- 
able about the profit margin one 
anticipates and look for a slow 
start. 


“Dealing in coins pays its due 
rewards if the businessman knows 
his subject and wins the respect 
of the customer, who may often 
prove to be a crakerjack collecter 
and sharp in the history of coins 
and their relative exchange values. 

“That’s my immediate advice to 
any beginning dealer. Bone up on 
your subject! Know it better than 
anyone else in your community. 
Understand coins so well that word 
gets about you are a specialist. If 
you can’t give numismatics that 
much time and attention, then 
stay out of the field for you’re 
bound to lose money unless know- 
ledge of money and its various re- 
presentations come easily to you. 
Boil it down to this. .have a strong 
love for coins and know them in- 
side out. It is one of my concepts 
for success.” 

Anyone going into coin business 
today doesn’t have to worry about 
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Rosenhouse 


competition if he is selective about 
where he locates, Gouveia believes. 


“Let me use myself as an ex- 
ample,’ Gouveia says. “I did a 
careful survey of towns and com- 
munities before selecting to settle 
in Sacramento. I wanted to do 
business in a city with a good 
economic future, not subject to 
financial disturbances or geared to 
any single industry which could 
spell diasaster for all businessmen 
if it went bad. 


“T settled for the State Capitol 
of California because it is one of 
the 10 most prosperous towns in 
America and experiencing a popu- 
lation explosion, doubling in size 
in but a 15—-year period. Statistics 
like these are available at a Cham- 
ber of Commerce or from economic 
survey books in libraries. All you 
have to do is look them up and do 
so simple checking. 


“The job is terrible, the pay is poor, 
tips are few but numismatically 
speaking it is very rewarding.” 





‘Picking a prosperous town to 
open a coin shop is only the be- 
ginning. Don’t get too close to 
an established competitor. Remem- 
ber, it take time before coin col- 
lectors get to know you and want 
to deal with you. I think the 
smart young man starting afresh 
in the coin business today would 
do best by steering clear of the 
downtown district with its high 
rents and diverting shops that sell 
related merchandise. 


“Go instead into the new surbur- 
ban shopping centers where you 
can get a fine new place at reason- 
able rental or lease and attract an 
immediate patronage. The new cus- 
tomer—that is, the collecter who 
has just settled in a new commu- 
nity center—will accept you as 
established because he hasn’t been 
in the community any longer than 
you have. Once your business is 
established for a reasonable time 
period, you’ll be delighted at how 
coin customer will come to you 
from all parts of the city.” 


Asked about his thoughts on 
what business principle makes a 
coin dealer more successful than 
any other factor, Manuel Gouveia 
was prompt with his answer. 
“Took my shop over,” he said. 
“You'll find it’s not much different 
from any other. It measures 45 
feet in length by 15 feet in width 
and I have five glass top display 
cases filled with an assortment of 
coins, neatly catalogued and dis- 
played. More than 25 running 
feet, or about 30 percent of my 
front section of my three unit shop 
is given over to strict display of 
coins. Does this make it the big 
success factor that supports my- 
self, my wife and small child in 
comfort?” 


Gouveia answered his own ques- 
tion by shaking his head. “A 
numismatic man doing business 
doesn’t depend entirely upon the

trade that walks in and out of his 
shop,” he explained. “You can’t 
profit well just on that, for the 
coin business is much too involved 
and competitive nowadays for 
shop dealings only.” 

He demonstrated by pointing to 
his telephone. “I’m working with 
that instrument about three hours 
each day making deals all over 
town and in places as far away as 
Reno and San Francisco. I have 
three impressive box advertise- 
ment in the Yellow Pages of the 
Telephone Directory in Sacramen- 
to and other towns to let coin 
collectors know who I am and 
where I can be reached. You can 
make handsome profits over the 
telephone. It is my most impor- 
tant business partner and it does 
so well by me that I have more 
than one in the shop, just in case 
I have to manage two conserva- 
tions at once.”

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think, doesn’t entertain much 
thought about his collection except 
when he has time for leisure. . .so, 
I stick to the Sunday papers. 
They are very well read, and by 
the entire family. I make certain 
my advertisements are featured 
on a page or a section that deals 
with cultural events. I want to 
attract the intelligent, middle- 
class reader with spending money 
and a yearning for a distinctive 
hobby. I pay for the privilege of 
placing my advertisements in 
choice space, but it’s worth the 
extra cost. 

“Such Sunday readers become 
my early weekday customers. 
They visit my shop on Mondays 
or Tusedays, usually right after 
work or in the early evening. I 
can count on them and predict 
their appearance. For me, it’s 
money in the bank because most 
come as hobbyists wanting to buy! 

“So many of these newspaper 
readers are just browsers. They 
are curious and anxious for a new 
hobby, and I get them started on 
coin collecting. I sell them starter

sets and attractive proofs. I’ve 
discovered that at least 30,000 per- 
sons save coins in the Sacramento 
area. I’m referring to the city 
population when I make that state- 
ment. There’s a quarter of a mil- 
lion people in town today, and 
twice that many in a 25 mile radius. 
Get a good news advertisement 
out and you do a better business. 
I hope this serves as an illustration 
of the admonition I make that a 
coin dealer shouldn’t just limit 
himself to his shop activities. 
Walk-in business is vital, but you 
must reach out for trade to make 
your profits.” 


Next Gouveia opened his wallet 
and drew out an assortment of 
crisp cards which he laid out on 
display counter. ‘“They’re member- 
ship cards,” he explained: “I made 
it my business to become affiliated 
with every important collector’s 
club in the Sacramento Valley. I 
go to six different club meetings 
a month and talk coins with more 
than 1100 coin enthusiasts who are 
inclined to become my customers

because they get to know me very 
well. 

“Don’t ask me how I do this. . 
it’s an after business hours occupa- 
tion, but, like the postman who 
proverbially takes long walks on his 
holidays, I love coins. You can’t 
keep me away from these meetings 
. . .they’re my life! They are also 
my bread and butter. It’s sur- 
prising how much vital business 
one does nowadays away from his 
shop. The process is a must for 
the coin man.” 

Manuel Gouveia also has mem- 
bership in four important numis- 
matic associations and carries iden- 
tification listings in numismatic 
journals. “That, too, is a qualify- 
ing business necessity,’ he adds. 
“You can’t acquire recognition 
overnight, but don’t waste time 
getting it. This is a business where 
every accepted acquisition adds to 
your income.” 

In Gouveia’s personal opinion, 
customer courtesy is vital, but the 
next most important value in the 
coin business is respect for one’s 
competition. 

“T’m not a man to downgrade

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a competitor,” he claims, “‘for there 
are times all of us who deal with 
coins are grateful that a counter- 
part is around. 

“T’ve found I can make more 
money by being considerate of my 
competition. When a collector 
comes to me for an item I don’t 
carry, I get on the phone and find 
who has it and send my patron 
there. True, the competitor is 
grateful and does the same for me, 
but it is the effect on the customer 
that counts. 

“He marks down the procedure 
as a venture in honest dealing and 
has confidence in me. I don’t lose 
that customer by sending him else- 
where. Invariably, he returns to 
me.” 

Gouveia smiled. “I’m holding 
out a bit when I say that,” he 
admitted. “Not long ago, I ran a 
personal survey on walk in cus- 
tomers who visit suburban coin 
shops and found that nearly 75 
per cent had already been to all 
of the downtown shops seeking 
particular coins. 

“By the time they come to me, 
most know exactly what they want.

_ All Oak Island lacks is a pirate 
_ atop a sand dune, poking his spy- 
_ glass out to sea. 

Tales of their fabulous loot are 
_ as numerous as the grains of sand 


on Oak Island where their treasure 


is supposed to be hidden. 
Located on Mahone Bay, Nova 

Scotia, the island fits perfectly the 

romantic ideal of an island where

buried treasure could easily be 
found. The hour-glass shaped 
island lies only a couple of hun- 
dred yards off the Western shore 
of Nova Scotia and at low tide 
could be reached by wading, ex- 
cept for a 30-yard wide channel 
that is 14 feet deep. 

Untold wealth is believed to lie 
below the mysterious island, buri- 


ed centuries ago by pirates or by 
Conquistadors. Treasure seekers 
have toiled for years and spent 
countless sums of money in the 
Oak Island treasure hunt. 


The fabled hunt began back in 
1795 when Anthony Vaughn, Jack 
Smith and Dan McInnes, on a

shooting trip to Oak Island from 
the mainland, found an aged oak 
with a short limb which was en- 
snared with a stout line and pully. 
Under the tree was a depression 
in the earth, evidently man made. 

The trio of hunters procured 
shovels and picks and began to 
dig. Ten feet down they uncover- 
ed a platform of oak planks. 
Twenty feet down, they found a 
similar platform. And 30 feet 
down, they unearthed a third sim- 
ilar platform. 

At this point, they became ex- 
hausted. They had laid in pro- 
visions and worked secretly for 
several weeks. They went home 
to get assistance, but the island 
had a bad reputation and the 
superstitious fisher folk would not 
go near it. 

In 1801, the same trio interest- 
ed Boston adventurers who form- 
ed a company and resumed opera- 
tions with added results. Forty 
feet down, they discovered another 
platform of oak planks. As they 
dug, 50, 60, 70, 80 and 90 feet

levels, another of the platforms 
was unearthed. 

They finally reached 95 feet. 
Quitting for the night, they came 
back in the morning to find the 
shaft full of water. Attempts to 
pump it out with the crude ma- 
chinery then available proved use- 
less. 

At each of the platforms, fibre 
believed to be coconut matting 
had been found, as well as the oak 
planks. 

Next, drilling was tried and pro- 
duced the first tangible results — 
bringing up three links of golden 
chain. The drillers also brought 
up bits of wood and parchment of 
a nature to cause them to believe 
that they had located three separ- 
ate oak chests. According to local 
legend, a jewel was also brought 
up and was stolen by a driller. 

The water, however, defeated all 
efforts to reach the chests, and the 
work was reluctantly abandoned.

Some years ago, G. D. Hedden, 
Newark, N. J. and Colonel H. A. 
Gardner, Arlington, Virginia held 
exploration rights under the Blairs 
and their names still appear on 
numerous notices scattered around 
Oak Island. 

Colonel Gardner had obtained a 
new metal finding device, perfect- 


_ ed during the war, and it is stated 


that when tried out in the vicinity 
of the Money Pit it reacted so 
strongly that the explorers were 
convinced that they were near 
gold. 

Colonel Gardner intended to 
come back in the spring to renew 
the search, but died during the 
winter of 1949. 

In 1950, J. Whitney Lewis, New 
York contractor and mining ex- 
pert, gave the island a try with a 
12 ton power shovel. He enlarged 


one of the existing pits near the 
Money Pit and in its newly deep- 
ened state it is now a miniature 
lake. 

Columnist Billy Rose enhanced 
the lure of the search when he 
estimated the treasure to be worth 
roughly a million dollars, accord- 
ing to information he had obtained. 

According to local tradition, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was present 
at a 1908 hunt and personally 
took his turn with pick and shovel. 

Scientists and historians suspect 
that the treasure may have been 
left there by Teach (Blackbeard), 
Vikings or Spaniards. These 
theories gain some support by a 
legend that mysterious hieroglyph- 
ics were turned up on a stone ex- 
cavated at the site. 





One of the many smaller shafts

These early explorers included 
two brothers from Michigan who 
were basing their calculations upon 
a well known historical incident. 
They claimed that while Pizarro 
was on a three year visit to Spain, 
some of his men took Inca treasure 
into a ship and were driven north 
by gales to Nova Scotia. 


They said that Pizarro had 
extracted from Atahualpa as ran- 
som a room full of gold, and that 
this was part of that loot. 


Mel R. Chappell, a successful 
Sydney, Nova Scotia contractor 
has had something to do with most 
of the recent attempts. He usually 
supplies machinery, material and 
workers as well as supervision of

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the searches. His father, William 
Chappell, of Amherst, was Judge 
Blair’s field manager on the 1895 
expedition. 

Chappell has acquired actual 
ownership of the treasure and of 
the island and possess the right of 
search. Thus the government right 
of search and the real estate owner- 
ship are vested in one and the same 
man for the first time in many 
years. 

As seen from the mainland, Oak 
Island has a rather grim appear- 
ance, well-suited as a hideaway 
for plunder. 

But seen at close range in the 
mellowing spotlight of bright sun- 
light, it becomes an attractive 
place. The island’s open spaces

human represents a summit to ob- 
tain. Mr. Wigger is the peak of 
greatness, for as we try to scramble 
up the sides of the coin-collecting 
mountain, he generously offer us 
a helping hand. 

To quote him, “Coins have been 
a very wonderful thing in my life. 
I’ve met interesting people from 
all walks of life while pursuing my 
hobby. Oh, I do have several other 
hobbies. But coins, well, coins just 
outrank them all.’ And as he says 
this, you realize that it is not just 
a “set speech” but he truly feels 
this way. 

However, until I proposed this 
bit of writing, I never quite com- 
prehended how huge and _ nearly 
unsurmountable his collection and 
knowledge of coins is. From my 
point of view, he has darn near 
everything from the U.S. Mint! 
He is blessed with every minted 
penny, nearly all two and three- 
cent pieces, all nickels, all dimes, 
all quarters, with likewise the case 
for halves and one dollars, in addi- 
tion to every uncirculated com- 
merative fifty-cent piece. My 
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mouth must have gaped percep- 
tibly because he answered my awe, 
“After all, I’ve been collecting 
over sixty years.” 

But behind this collection, there 
are, as usual, many stories. Mr. 
Wigger obtained an 1856 Flying 
Eagle cent only after a long hassle 
with Miss Ella Roosevelt, a cousin 
to FDR. The vividness with which 
he described their gentle argument 
over the coin (she preferred just 
to give it to him, while Mr. Wigger 
wanted her to keep it; she finally 
relented by making him pay 50¢ 
for it with the clause that she 
might want it back, which she 
never did) made it seem like al- 
most yesterday. 

He also has a minute Morrocan 
coin given to him in ‘17 by a young 
Morroccan soldier before the 
slaughter of Verdun. The Morroc- 
can told him that this was his 
“lucky piece” and gave it to him 
as a fellow collector. 

The next morning the Morroc- 
can went into Verdun followed by 
the French Army, which Mr. Wig- 
ger served. And as he walked

along the road with the severe 
casulaties from the Morrocan Army 
strewn all over, he couldn’t help 
wondering if his friend had been 
killed.

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One Hundred Years — 


Nevada’s Seen Some History 


One of the facts which makes 
Reno a natural site for the RCDA 
Convention is that this is the year 
of Nevada’s Centennial Celebra- 
tion. 

The President was Lincoln, the 
month was October and the new 
State was Nevada — Spanish for 
snow-clad. And its Spanish heri- 
tage comes honestly. Francisco 
Carces, of the Order of St. Francis, 
was the first European to pass 
through the territory which now is 
Nevada. 

That was in 1775. Fifty years 
later Peter Skene Ogden led a par- 
ty of Hudson’s Bay trappers into 
the territory and ran across the 
Humboldt River, Nevada’s main 
stream. 

The country was wild then, even 
as now. Buttes, plateaus, snow- 
capped mountains decorated the 
rough earth. It was an inhospitable 
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land which greeted Jedediah S. 
Smith, the first man to cross the 
country from the Mississippi to the 
Pacific through the center of the 
nation. In 1841 the first recorded 
emigrant train crossed the rugged 
terrain in a search for their “pro- 
mised land.” 

In 1848, at the close of the Mexi- 
can War, Nevada became a part 
of the United States, a part of 
California. It was known as the 
Washoe country until 1850 when 
most of the present State was por- 
tioned off to the new Utah terri- 
tory. 

Among the State’s earliest set- 
tlers were Mormons who estab- 
lished Genoa in the Carson River 
valley. But the territory didn’t 
take its present name until 1861 
when the western portion of the 
Utah territory became Nevada. 

There was an abortive try for 







statehood in 1863, and the promise 
of two more Republican votes in 
the Senate made statehood a 
prime target for reconstruction 
leaders and Nevada joined the 
Union in 1864. 


But the real history, the best 
known and most important part of 
Nevada’s past, remains tightly 
joined to the mines. Copper, lead, 
zinc and gold were dug out of the 
earth throughout the turbulent 
mining history of the State, but it 
was silver which made Nevada. 

Millions of dollars worth of sil- 
ver-bearing ore was scooped out, 
smelted and refined and, later, 
struck into the millions of silver 
dollars which flowed from Carson 
City’s highly colored U. S. Mint. 
Nevada’s silver dollars brought 
much needed relief to the coin- 
thirsty West and were used by 
everyone, including Nevada politi-

cians who, according to many 
charges, bought their offices with a 
part of the huge wealth from their 
mines. 

The Mint in Carson City satis- 
fied a need in the West, but its his- 
tory was clouded with shady poli- 
tics and corruption until it was 
closed. One government official 
said, in effect, that a city with such 
a background of questionable ac- 
tivities was not a fit place for a 
U.S. Mint. At any rate the Mint 
was closed up. Today the building

Mexican Coin Dealers 
Are Where You Find ‘Em 


There is one thing about Mexi- 
co, it IS different. It is different 
from every other Latin American 
country I have visited. Some of 
the differences just cannot be ex- 
plained. For instance take the 
coin dealers. 

Ciudad Victoria, State of Ta- 
maulipas where I am now perma- 
nently living, has a coin dealer, 
two in fact. I wrote about one in 
a previous issue. The second deal- 
er I stumbled on by accident. I 
had previously searched the tele- 
phone directory but found noth- 
ing. 

Then in reading the daily “El 
Heraldo de Victoria”, one of the 
local newspapers, I noted an ad- 
vertisement offering to buy old 
Mexican money. Not knowing if 
the person advertising was a col- 
lector or a dealer I went to the ad- 
dress given. 

The address in the advertise- 
ment was “Estanquillo Idolina’’. 
Estanquillo is the Spanish for 
“little store’. Idolina is a name. 
I knew the store because I buy 
newspapers and magazines there. 
I asked about the advertisement 
and was told that the owner ran 
the ad. I found him and found a 


coin dealer. Yes, coin dealers in 
Mexico are where you find ’em. 


The owner of “Estanquillo Ido- 
lina” is Raul Aceves Carmona. In 
addition he is the Director, Man- 
ager and Owner of El Heraldo de 
Victoria which has its offices and 
plant in the same building as the 
newspaper and magazine business 
already referred to above. St. Car- 
mona has his office in the news- 
paper section of the building. His 
business is buying and selling Mex- 
ican metallic money. He does not 
handle paper money. 


The combination of coin dealer, 
newspaper publisher and newspa- 
per and magazine sales is logical. 
The newspaper and magazine part 
of the business is distributor for 
newspapers and magazines as well 
as conducting a retail business. 
This means that considerable mon- 
ey passes through the cashier’s 
hands at Idolina. All of this money 
is inspected for the purpose of 
picking out coins that have a value 
greater than their face value. 


The daily newspaper business 
also brings in money and this, too,

In order to get 
them he pays the banks face for 
large quantities of these ten peso 
coins, inspects each one to find 
the Commemoratives.

this a million-dollar sale, certain- 
ly ranking this as one of the major 
auctions in all numismatic history. 


“Our 180-page catalogue for the 
1963 F.U.N. sale listed the stag- 
gering total of 4,519 lots—an auc- 
tion of 2,000 lots is considered a 
big one. We listed practically 
everything that a collector would 
be interested in—United States 
coins in all denominations, keys, 
rolls, proofs, mint errors, patterns, 
colonials, medals, currency, a ple- 
thora of Canadian material and 
foreign gold, platinum, crowns, 
minor coins and sets. 


“Though we may realize an 
average ten per cent commission 
on a sale like this, our overhead is 
very high. For the Florida sale, 
we printed and mailed out 10,000 
copies of the auction catalogue; 
a slick paper catalogue, inciden- 
tally, that also included 16 full- 
paged plates. Mailing alone, not 
counting heavy printer’s expenses, 
amounted to around 30 cents per 
catalogue.

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“From Cleveland, we flew the 
core of our staff down to Miami 
Beach in order to run the sale. 
We also hired two well-known coin 
auctioneers to take turns with the 
gavel, Don D’Amato of New York 
City and Bill Hurrelbrink of Mus- 
kegon, Michigan. 

“After we tally up our overhead 
—salaries, office expenses, print,- 
ing, advertising, travel expenses, 
hotel bills, and those ‘miscellan- 
eous expenses’ that always crop 
up, we really consider ourselves 
lucky to realize a profit. It is 
possible for a numismatic firm to 
lose money on an auction if it 
isn’t careful and allows overhead 
to rise above total commissions 
realized.” 


Kolman continued his discus- 
sion of coin auctions by saying 
that ““We hope we are making some 
kind of real contributions to nu- 
mismatics through our sales. It 
is gratifying to know that our auc- 
tion catalogues have a place in the 
libraries of collectors and dealers 
everywhere. When guide books 
and standard price guides are pre- 
pared, results at auction sales must 
certainly be taken into account. 


“From a purely business point of 
view, Federal Brand has favored 
auctions because this is perhaps 
the best method for making a 
“bulk sale.’ There are many 
items, particularly those what 
would appeal only to a specialist, 
and which literally move like ‘mo- 
lasses in January’ over-the-coun- 
ter, but through an auction we’re 
able to reach thousands of collec- 
tors across the country—through- 
out the Western Hemisphere real- 
ly—with out catalogues.” 


At this point, Kolman was asked 
about floor and mail bid aspects 
of a major auction. He replied: 
“We're pretty well covered by mail 
bids in any auction in that virtual- 
ly every item is bid upon by one 
or more parties before we actually 
get over to the convention. 


“Still, we depend upon a really 
good floor sale to put the auction 
over. All mail bids and limited 
floor action make for a pretty dull 
sale. However, in some cases we 
divide up an auction into two parts 
—in the first part we accept both 
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Mike Kolman 


mail and floor bids, and in the 
second we accept mail bids only. 
“In the Florida auction we listed 
many Canadian items along with 
U. S. proof sets and uncirculated 
rolls in the “Mail Bid Only” sec- 
tion of our catalogue. We did this 
because we felt some Canadian 
items wouldn’t be bid upon to any 
great extent down in Florida, and 
we also believed it was impractical 
to transport several hundred bulky 
lots of proof coins and rolls from 
Cleveland to Clearwater.” 
Because bidding is competitive 
at major auctions, prices realized 
for rare coins sometimes reach rec- 
ord proportions. Top prize paid

Mike Kolman concluded his dis- _ 


cussion of numismatic auctions by 
saying that his staff has been in- 
structed to be extremely careful 
in grading coins. 


“By describing our material ac- 
curately,” he said, ‘“‘we have an ex- 
tremely small return rate. And we 
should also take this opportunity 
to commend collectors and dealers 
in general for the cooperation they 
have shown us in following auction 
rules. We have relatively few 
cases where the winning mail bid- 
der does not make prompt pay- 
ment for his lot or lots. But if the 
winning bidder does not respond, 
we simply conclude the sale of that 


particular item with the second | 
highest bidder,” Kolman pointed — 


out. 


While Kolman himself has been 
busily engaged for over a year 
now in expanding Federal Brand 
Enterprises, Inc. from one to three 
locations in Cleveland, James 
Hausknecht, the firm’s manager, 
has taken on increased responsi- 
bilities for handling the auctions. 
Jimmy has acted as cataloguer for 
the past several sales, including 
the 1964 F.U.N. and Penn-Ohio 
sales. 
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Other key staff members who ~ 


work on the auctions are Mrs. 
Kolman, Mike Kolman, Jr., My- 
ron Zdziechowski, and Bob Kopas, 
plus many general office workers.

ture an unusual format. Accord- 
ing to Robert Heller, general man- 
ager of the World Coin Exposi- 
tions Ltd., now headquartered at 
138 Main Street, Hempstead, 
N.Y., 100,000 people each week 
will pass through the maze, which 
will enable them to view the bourse 
from beginning to end, without 
backtracking. Each person enter- 
ing the Exposition has to pass 





every table in the room before he 
leaves the area. Mr. Heller hopes 
this will set a new format for coin 
conventions throughout the world. 

Space at the International Coin 
Exposition has been limited to 90 
coin dealers drawn worldwide. The 
Exposition will alternate during 
the first six months of the Fair 
with four two-week International 
Antique Expositions and eight 





one-week International Stamp Ex- 
positions. Each has been organ- 
ized so as not to conflict with any 
similar major convention in the 
United States. 

Among the representatives are 
member dealers of the American 
Numismatic Association, Canadi- 
an Numismatic Association, Great 
Eastern Numismatic Association, 
International Association of Pro- 


fessional Numismatists, Retail 
Coin Dealers Association and the 
American Numismatic Society. 
Througout the first six months of 
the Fair there will be a total of 
nine coin expositions. The sched- 
ule is as follows: May 4-10, June 
1-7, June 15-21, June 29,-July 5, 
July 6-12, July 20-26, August 10- 
16, August 24-30, September 21- 
24s 

The Better Living Center, which 
will house the International Coin, 
Stamp and Antique Expositions, 
is the largest building in the in- 
dustrial area. The center is a total 
of a quarter million square feet, 
is air-conditioned and features two 
glass walled observation elevators 
outside the building. Available to 
coin enthusiasts will be the Inter- 
national Cafe, operated by the 
Hilton Hotels Corporation, and 
adjacent to it will be the Better 
Living Center’s private club for 
the exclusive use of the exhibitors 
and their guests. 


The only Permanent Coin Ex- 
hibit at the New York World’s 
Fair will be in the Hall of Educa- 
tion, very centrally located on the 
Lagoon of Industry, between the 
renowned A.T.&T. Pavilion, and 
the IBM Pavilion. It is a wedge- 
shaped main structure with futur- 
istic columns designed to tell the 
story of American Education; its 
past, present, and primarily its 
direction toward the future. In the 
framework of “Dialogues in 
Depth”, the most famous person- 
alities of the world, starting with 
Ex-President Harry S. Truman, 
will deliver short lectures, followed 
by a question-answer period. 

The Pavilion is also called ‘The 
Hobby Pavilion” because of its 
many presentations of today’s rec- 
reational facilities, and because of 
several special features showing 
what today’s science creates for 
the future to satisfy our nation’s 
increasing needs for hobbies and 
recreation. Thus, the Exhibit of 
Coins is an imporatnt part of our 
feature exhibits. 

The New York numismatic 
firm, Hamelin-Harvard Associ- 
ated Company, with headquarters 
at 25 West 43rd Street, New York 
36, New York, has been granted 
over 300 square feet on the main 


floor of the Pavilion for the Coin 
Exhibit. This company, solely 
owned by Mr. George Fonda, was 
established 7 years ago, and its 
numismatic activity is concen- 
trated on wholesaling U.S. and 
Foreign Gold coins, as well as pro- 
ducing a line of plastic coin hold- 
ers, and other supply items. 

Hamelin-Harvard Associated 
Company has established a new 
corporation in charge of the Exhi- 
bit and Sales at New York World’s 
Fair: “United States Coin Cor- 
poration.” 

U.S. Coin Corp. has installed 
two huge panels in the center of 
the Main Floor, approximately 9 
feet high, by 5 feet wide (each). 
The two panels are spaced approx- 
imately 10 feet apart. The panel 
on the left tells “The Story of 
Coins in Silver”, and the panel on 
the right tells “The Story of Coins 
in Gold”. 

This arrangement of artificially 
dividing silver and gold coins be- 
came necessary in order to provide 
an interesting exhibit to visitors 
coming from either end of the aisle, 
and to induce the viewers of the 
“Silver” Exhibit to make a special 
effort to see the “Gold” Exhibit. 
In both exhibits, the main empha- 
sis is on the development of U.S. 
coinage, but the coinage of foreign 
countries is represented as far as 
space permits it. 


100,000 Fair 
Medals Sold 


Oklahoma, the Sooner State, is 
living up to its reputation of racing 
to make a claim. Oklahomans have 
purchased more than 100,000 
World’s Fair medals — enough for 
one out of every six families in the 
state — and are distributing them 
through a most unusual sales force:

Collecting Paper Money 
of the World 


When Marco Polo visited China 
in the 13th Century, one of the 
many amazing things he observed 
was the practice of using paper 
money, a procedure then unknown 
in Europe where the use of metal- 
lic coinage was customary. 

He would be even more amazed 
if he could witness the tremendous 
growth which the paper medium 
of exchange has experienced since 
his day. Little did he realize the 
vital role that paper money would 
come to play in the lives of indi- 
viduals and in the commerce of the 
world. 

More than four hundred years 
elapsed before paper money made 
its appearance in Europe where 
misuse, misunderstanding, misfor- 
tune and tragedy frequently at- 
tended or soon followed its intro- 
duction.

Then, as in our own day, the 
temptation to abandon sound 
backing — to resort to printing 
press money — was often too great 
to resist. 

But in spite of the many early 
failures brought on by ignorance 
of economic processes, national 
emergencies, conniving strategems 
of the unscrupulous or other rea- 
sons, the use of paper money has 
grown until today only the most 
primitive societies exist without 
the convenience afforded by its 
employment. 

While the commercial use of pa- 
per money has been commonplace 
for many years, only fairly recent- 
ly has the accumulation and sys- 
tematic study of the notes them- 
selves become a widely followed 
avocation. This is particularly true 
in countries outside of Europe, for 


there, especially in Germany, the 
collecting of paper money did ex- 
perience a period of popularity fol- 
lowing the First World War. 

Elsewhere, for the most part, in 
the period between the wars, it 
seems that the appropriate place 
for a piece of foreign currency was 
in a box with old and curious coins 
or between the yellowing pages of 
an almost forgotten book. Al- 
though some members of the 
A.E.F. did send or bring home 
specimens of French, German and 
perhaps a few other notes as sou- 
venirs, no detectable numismatic 
trend developed in this country 
comparable to that which followed 
the Second World War.

of the world became an important 
hobby as a result of World War II. 
Considerable evidence, along with 
logical speculation, points to a re- 
lationship between the two. The 
nature of the war, the vastness of 
its scope, the large number of peo- 
ple involved and influenced, the 
political and economic changes 
which it wrought can all be cited 
as contributing factors. 

Wartime circumstances pro- 
duced a wide variety of paper 
money. The two main aggressors, 
Germany and Japan, introduced 
new currency systems in the coun- 
tries which they overran. They 
also provided their armed forces 
with special military currencies. 

Occupation by enemy forces in- 
evitably resulted in the appear- 
ance of prison and internment 
camp notes, guerilla and under- 
grounds notes plus various other 
local and emergency issues. 

As the Allies began the tedious 
and bloody task of driving the en- 
emy forces back toward their 
homelands, a new stream of paper 
money poured off the presses in 
the form of invasion notes, mili- 
tary notes, military payment cer- 
tificates, occupation currency and 
other types. As new forms of cur- 
rency were introduced they usu-

ally rendered worthless previous 
issues. 

This, together with war-inspired 
inflation, produced a large supply 
of obsolete paper money for fu- 
ture collectors to draw upon in 
their numismatic pursuits. 

American fighting men were 
scattered over the entire globe and 
had the opportunity to visit al- 
most every country in the world. 
As members of our armed forces 
found themselves in various coun- 
tries, many of them added local 
paper money to their growing ac- 
cumulation of souvenirs. 

Comparatively few servicemen 
returned home to become ardent 
numismatists, but many of them 
have contributed directly or indi- 
rectly to the storehouse of collect- 
ible material which may never be 
completely exhausted. There are 
no doubt thousands of interesting 
pieces of foreign paper money still 
tucked away with other mementos 
in seldom disturbed resting places. 

The war served to shrink the 
size of the world and to create an 
unprecedented awareness of its 
geographic and political structure. 
No longer were world affairs the 
exclusive sphere of the scholar and 
diplomat. The war was an educa- 
tional process which created a new

consciousness of lands beyond 


one’s national boundaries. Ger- 
many, Australia and the Philip- 
pines are no longer far away places. 
They, and many formerly obscure 


j places, are a part of the everyday

vocabulary. The war produced a 

new way of looking at the world 

which led to many changes. 
Such diverse fields as the arts, 


education, religion, business sci- 





Sence and government, for exam- 
_jple, have been influenced by a 
9 changing world view. It should not 
be surprising that the collecting 


impulses of hobbyists have been 


, similarly affected. 


Improved communications, 
growth in world trade, increase in 
travel, shifting immigration pat- 
terns, the rise of new nations upon 
the foundations of colonialism, cul- 
tural exchanges and the cold war 


a could all be cited as having some- 


thing to do with an increased in- 
terest in collecting world paper 
money. 

But beneath all of this is a sim- 
ple desire for knowledge coupled 


~~ with a strange appeal that pieces 


of paper money which represented 
wealth are bound to have. 

There is something about a 
banknote from another country 
which arouses the interest and cu- 





riosity of nearly everyone. It seems 
to represent the country more in- 
timately than a product and to 
many, more than a postage stamp 
or even a coin from the same coun- 
try. This may be due partly to the 
size, attractive designs or the col- 
ors, but beyond these there is a 
certain intangible fascination that 
only a paper note possesses. There 
are only a few objects in the world 
that no one throws away. Paper 
money is one of them. 

Whatever the reasons — they 
may never be known absolutely — 
collecting paper money of the 
world has become a popular hobby 
throughout the United States and 
the world. Since it is a compara- 
tively new branch of numismatics 
there are few fixed rules to follow. 
Thus a collector can proceed ac- 
cording to his tastes, times, desires, 
eneregy and pocketbook. 

But regardless of the particular 
path one follows, the extent to 
which he becomes involved in the 
endless quest for new and differ- 
ent varieties or the depth of his 
background research, there is al- 
ways a challenge, excitement, en- 
lightenment, entertainment and a 
curious kind of satisfaction await- 
ing the collector of paper money 
of the world.

Are you tired of sending dun- 
ning letters to your delinquent ac- 
counts? Then try a new tactic — 
jolt them with a telegram. 

Sending collection letters can 
prove both costly and time-con- 
suming—and with each passing 
day each overdue account becomes 
worth less and less. 

Resorting to legal action is ex- 
pensive—roughly about $25 in fees 
are incurred for each $50 collected. 
On smaller accounts the ratio can 
run even higher when lawyers im- 
pose a minimum for handling col- 
lections. 

One business firm, Bankers Spe- 
cialty Co., was experiencing diffi- 
culties with its collections. Finally, 
one of the executives made the 
suggestion that telegrams be sent 
to delinquent accounts. A test was 


made by sending Western Union 
telegrams to diehard debtors who 
had ignored a series of collection 
letters. 

The results were somewhat 
amazing! Two collections a day 
started coming in until almost all 
of the ten paid their bills in full— 
and the collection cost averaged 
only 3%. 

What accounts for this response? 
Credit men attribute it to the psy- 
chological impact which is gene- 
rated by a telegram. “No one ig- 
nores a telegram” is the boast of 
the Western Union Company. In 
fact, a telegram (unlike a letter) 
received immediate attention by 
the recipient and provides a men- 
tal jolt. A terse message is more 
or less expected in a telegram and 
the hard-core delinquent will usu- 


ally not find any reason for com- 
plaint by your use of this dunning 
method. 

People who owe money to you 
didn’t pick you as a scapegoat. 
They usually owe money to others 
—with the result that your col- 
lection department’s polite series 
of collection letters usually end 
up in the wastepaper basket along 
with other requests for payment 
of accounts due. 

And, third class mail being what 
it is today, there is always the like- 
lihood that the collection letter can 
become “lost” in the shuffle of 
letters received daily—peddling 
pills, books, magazines. 

Somehow or other it is an ac- 
cepted rule in our society that a 
telegram is not opened by anyone 
other than the addressee. This is

in itself a step in the right direc- 
tion, for with its use we at least 
know that the dunning message is 
going to be read by the person in- 
tended, and not intercepted along 
the way by the wife. Perhaps she 
would rather buy a new dress just 
now and not show collection letters 
to her husband. 


Just how do you put the tele- 
gram to use? Rule No. 1 is to 
never send them “collect.”’ Doing 
so will only antagonize the recipi- 
ent and stir resentment. Western 
Union will not accept dunning tele- 
grams sent intra-city on a collect 
basis. 


A good bet is to send the tele- 
gram to the husband’s place of 
business. If he is in business for 
himself you might strike that right 
note and have him have an office 
assistant issue a check at that mo- 
ment, with instructions to mail 
immediately. If he is an employee, 
he will feel all eyes riveted on him 
and this may impel him to make 
payment to avoid future receipt 
of such telegrams. 


Collection managers who have 
used telegrams say that another 
effective way to utilize them is to 
send them to the debtor’s home at 
dinner time. (Western Union will 
strive to comply with special re- 


quests regarding delivery hour). 
It is felt that the impact of the 
wire will cause just that psycho- 
logical effect to have the husband 
and wife decide then and there to 
make full or partial payment be- 
fore retiring for the night. 

The message used can be one 
that is “canned” and an office as- 
sistant need only deliver or phone 
one message to the telegraph of- 
fice plus a list of names and ad- 
dresses. 

A study by Western Union 
shows these messages to be par- 
ticularly effective: 

1—Please advise if check cover- 
ing your account now due has been 
mailed. 

2—You have apparently over- 
looked your payment. May I have 
your check promptly please? 

3—Only immediate compliance 
by letter (date) will save your 
credit. 

4—_Urge you wire your inten- 
tions on your account immediately 
to protect your future credit rat- 
ing. 

5—Urgent I receive payment 
this week. I value your friendship 
too much to be compelled to resort 
to legal action. 

6—Imperative remittance on 
your account sent immediately to 
avoid action by my lawyer. 


7—Wire full payment by (date) 
and I will instruct attorney to 
withhold action. Failure to send 
will leave me no choice but to pro- 
ceed immediately. 

8—Your order will not be 
shipped until payment is made of 
past due account. 

You should not fear that resort- 
ing to telegrams will cause you to 
run afoul of Federal law. Western 
Union’s legal department says that 
there is no Federal or state stat- 
ute or any rule of law prohibiting 
the sending of a telegram (other 
than sent “collect”) threatening 
suit in the event a just debt is 
not paid. 

The Georgia Court of Appeals 
once had to rule on this issue and 
said: “... it is plain that a credi- 
tor has a perfect right to send a 
debtor a telegram in good faith, 
and threaten legal action if the 
default continues.” 

The sealed telegraph communi- 
cation is entitled to the same pro- 
tection at law as the sealed letter. 
In short, the sender can be as blunt 
and demanding as he wishes. Sure, 
you are bound to alienate some 
persons no matter what collection 
method you use. 

But, you are entitled to pay- 
ment for the services you rendered 
or the goods which you shipped. 


Disneyland Auction Plans Aired 


Disneyland will be the scene 
of the 1964 Fall Convention of the 
California State Numismatic As- 
sociation October 22-25, 1964 and 
plans for an outstanding auction 
sale are already under way. 

Herb Bergen, ANA Second Vice 
President and general chairman of 
the forthcoming California State 
Convention is making every effort 
to top all previous shows and those 
who have attended these meetings 
know how good they can be. Mr. 
Bergen announced that the Auc- 
tion Sale will be conducted by Nu- 
mismatic Enterprises of Van Nuys, 
California, assisted by A. Kosoff 
of Encino, California. 

“With the auction in such cap- 
able hands” said Bergen, “we are 
assured of a splendid catalog, top 
quality material, dependable grad- 


ing and exemplary performance. 
We are delighted that these gen- 
tlemen have assumed this respon- 
sibility. “Anyone interested in 
terested in making consignments 
for this event should contact Nu- 


mismatic Enterprises at 6308 
Woodman Avenue, Van Nuys, 
California.” 


Bergen also pointed out that 
Disneyland is such a natural at- 
traction that many will be drawn 
to the area and will attend the 
convention. Helicopter service 
from Los Angeles International 
Airport takes one directly to Dis- 
neyland in a matter of minutes 
and airport limousines also go di- 
rectly from airport to Disneyland. 


Facilities are ideal with every- 
thing together on one floor and 


superbly lighted. Rooms were re- 
served two years ago and, despite 
increased rates, the management is 
living up to its old agreement and 
guests of the convention will re- 
ceive the benefit of the old, lower 
rates. Early reservations are urged. 


Conventioneers from distant cit- 
ies might also consider that one 
week before the Disneyland Show, 
a Coinerama will be held in San 
Diego, California and one week 
after the Disneyland Show, the 
second annual convention in Ha- 
waii will be held. A Las Vegas 
convention is also booked around 
this time making for a built-in itin- 
erary — San Diego, Disneyland, 
Honolulu and Las Vegas, a tour 
agent would not find that easy to 
beat! 


U. S. Coin Exchange Expands Operation 


The United States Coin Ex- 
change’s announcement of two 
new services has further broadened 
the contribution of teletype to the 
numismatic field. 

USCE has instituted a Quota- 
tion Service, making national mar- 
ket information available at a 
much lower cost than ever before. 
The first installation of the new 
service was made at Leonard’s 
Department Store in Fort Worth, 
Texas in December, and Quota- 
tion Service Subscriptions are now 
available to dealers across the 
country. 

USCE’s new service consists of 
a teletype receiver which flashes 
a constant stream of national mar- 
ket information. The material 
originates on the Exchange floor 
in Detroit and consists of buy and 
sell offers made by the 180 Ex- 
change members in 140 cities 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. The Quotation Service 
subscriber acts on these items by 
contacting the nearest USCE 
member, who serves as his broker 
in any exchange transactions. 

According to Ray I. Pevos, 
President of the United States 
Coin Exchange, “The new Quo- 
tation Service offers the advantage 
of teletype information transmis- 
sion to dealers at a low cost. The 
subscriber’s rental fee of $85 or 
$100 a month — depending on 
whether he selects the standard 
or deluxe receiver — is his only 
financial obligation to the Ex- 
change. Thus many smaller deal- 
erships can stay abreast of the 
coin market at a cost well within 
their budget, with the additional 
advantage of being able to trade 
on the exchange by using a par- 
ticipating member as broker.” 

The United States Coin Ex- 
change has been in operation since 
April, 1963 and is the only tele- 
type exchange to offer the low 
cost Quotation Service. 

The exchange was founded by 
Pevos, an attorney, and Gerald 
M. Wolberg, a Detroit CPA. Un- 
like other teletype exchanges, 
USCE’s interest is restricted to 
teletype. Wolbert points out that 


“we aren’t publishers, and we don’t 
particularly want to be. Teletype 
is a highly specialized field — one 
in which the undivided attention 
of its participants is required to 
assure really sound, high quality 
operation. And publishing is the 
same way. Trying to combine the 
two prohibits an exchange from 
giving sufficient attention to eith- 
er. Thus we’ve determined to leave 
the publishing to the publishers, 
and concentrate on providing the 
most up-to-date and comprehen- 
sive teletype facilities and sery- 
ices.” 


In accordance with this policy, 
USCE has signed an agreement 
granting publishing rights to the 
“Numismatic News,” and a Quo- 
tation Service receiver has been 
installed in the offices of publish- 
er Chet Krause. The News has in- 
corporated the teletype data into 
its price guide along with its vari- 
ous other sources. 


The decision of the ““Numisma- 
tic News” to include USCE data 
in compiling its price guide is an 
indication of the tremendous im- 
pact of the teletype on numismatic 
activities. Pevos reports that every 
day, a half a million dollar volume 
is transacted over USCE wires. 
A substantial part of this trading 
is in rare single coins, with rolls 
and proof sets among the other 
heavily traded numismatic ma- 
terials. 


Dealers utilize the teletype serv- 
ice as a means of buying or selling 
numismatic materials either for 
their inventory or to fill special 
customer requests. Both retail 
store operations and mail order 
advertisers participate in Ex- 
change trading. The value of 
USCE service is reflected by the 
fact that with the addition of 
teletype as a business aid, dealers 
who formerly did $10,000 per 
month gross business sales have 
increased their volume as much 
as $50,000 a month. Many USCE 
members reported sales in excess 
of $1,000,000 for 1963. 


To better service the enquiuues 
which result from the increased 


importance of teletype to numis- 
matics, the United States Coin 
Exchange has formed a special In- 
formation Service. The new divi- 
sion of the Detroit-based Ex- 
change is responsible for answer- 
ing all dealer enquiries into tele- 
type services, and the requests of 
Coin Show promoters for teletype 
installation at their exhibitions. 


The new service is under the 
supervision of exchange general 
manager, James Martin, and is 
operated by B. Rae Jackson. Miss 
Jackson is thoroughly familiar 
with exchange operations, having 
been with USCE since it started 
operating over a year ago. 

The increasingly varied teletype 
services available to dealers and 
investors have prompted the insti- 
tution of USCE Information Serv- 
ice. Two types of membership are 
available; participating dealers 
who have two-way teletype trans- 
mission facilities and pay from 
$180.00 a month and Quotation 
Service Subscription, a low-cost 
teletype information transmission 
costing as little as $85 dollars a 
month. 


When you consider the range 
of facilities offered by these two 
services — including a lit stock- 
market type screen flashing mar- 
ket information — the formation 
of the Information Service is an 
important step in assuring prompt 
replies to all dealer enquiries. 

USCE has been operating more 
than a year, and now boasts 175 
members in 148 cities. The ex- 
change is headed by President 
Ray I. Pevos, and Vice President 
Gerald M. Wolberg. 

Any dealer interested in obtain- 
ing teletype services for his own 
operation, or in merely finding out 
how teletype operates, is invited

Utilizing a new organizational 
concept, Pacific Coast Teletype 
Coin Exchange provides a com- 
plete send and receive teletype 
service, priced within reach of the 
small dealer whose volume of busi- 
ness does not warrant the expense 
of present national systems. 

Mr. Orvil L. Payne, president of 
the new corporation, reports 55 
stations currently in operation or 
being installed in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and plans to extend serv- 
ice to all of California before the 
end of the year. 

“Dealer response from New 
York and other eastern cities has 
been so. gratifying” says Mr. 
Payne, “that the original target 
date for expansion to the east has 
been moved up and the company 
is accelerating operations in an 
effort to complete their cross- 
country hookup before March of 
next year.” 

Utilization of new electronic sys- 
tems and techniques plays a ma- 
jor part in reducing PCT’s operat- 
ing costs and provides more effi- 
cient trans-continental communi- 
cations. Messages will be trans- 
mitted across country on high- 
speed data-transmitting equip- 
ment, operating at speeds in excess 
of 1,000 words per minute.

First N.C.S. Platinum Proof 
Brings $2,250.00 At Auction 


The first platinum proof of the 
first commemorative produced by 
the recently organized National

More than two-thirds of the first 
3,500 Charter Members of the 
National Commemorative Society 
cast their ballots for the subject 
of the second N.C.S. Commemo- 
rative. The winning subject was 
the 100th Anniversary of the U.S. 
Coinage Motto “IN GOD WE 
TRUST.” This subject, which has 
great numismatic significance, won 
handily over five other contenders 
by a wide margin. 

Gilroy Roberts, Chief Sculptor- 
Engraver of the United States 
Mint, has accepted a private com- 
mission from the National Com- 
memorative Society to design and 
sculpt the second N.C.S. Com- 
memorative. Mr. Roberts was ap- 
pointed Chief Sculptor-Engraver 
of the Mint by the President of 
the United States on July 22, 
1948. His most recent and famous 
work is the portrait of John F. 
Kennedy on the new half dollar. 
In his long and illustrious career 
with the Mint, he was designed 
and sculpted a number of famous 
congressional medals, as well as 
distinctive coinage for five foreign 
countries.

Does Investment Buying Discourage Collectors? 


Investment counseling, a rela- 
tively new service available to coin 
buyers, offers the coin dealer op- 
portunities to develop volume busi- 
ness from investors, according to 
Arthur Renfer, Jr., Stroudsburg, 
Pa. He believes that the dealer 
should be in a position to offer ex- 
pert advice to the investor, and the 
dealer who offers such counsel 
should keep in constant touch with 
the daily changes in the coin mar- 
ket, the fluctuating prices of sil- 
ver and other base metals, analyze 
the reasons why some coins are 
traded very actively with resulting 
price increases, and if such increas- 
es are justified according to avail- 
able information. 

“There is an increase in the 
number of calls from investors,” 
Renfer remarked, “usually people 
who have been investing their sur- 
plus funds in stocks, bonds or 
mortgages. These are men who 
are thinking about substantial 
purchases. 

When they inquire about the 
safety factor the dealer must be 
frank in stating that there must 
necessarily be an element of cal- 
culated risk when purchases are 
made with the expectation of a 
large profit, that security of prin- 
cipal seldom goes hand in hand

Whether the investment is made 
in securities, commodities or coins, 


no honest dealer is going to prom- 
ise a profit in a given time.

I called him, as 
promised, and in jest offered to 
buy the coins for $1,100. He asked 
about the actual value and I told 
him it was $1,250. His answer was 
that he wouldn’t sell but would in- 
vest some more money in coins.” 
Renfer was asked whether in- 
vestment buying and the increase 
in prices didn’t discourage the 
small collectors, hobbyists who 
have been the backbone of the 
coin business for many years. 
“No,” he replied, ‘boys and men 
who make a hobby of collecting 
coins are more in evidence now 
than in the past. High school boys 
start their collections by picking 
out coins that are in circulation, 
occasionally finding coins that 
have premium value. They come 
here for information, buy some 
items to fill in, spending a few dol- 
lars at a time. Then there is the 
man who started collecting as a 
hobby while in school, keeps add- 
ing coins as his finances permit. 
“While these collectors also 
think of possible appreciation in 
value, it is more of a hobby than a 
financial consideration. Nothing 
should be done to discourage the 


beginning collector. No one can 
tell how long or how far investment 
buying of coins will go. If the in- 
vestment business should fade 
away the hobbyist and serious col- 
lector will be our mainstay.” 

Renfer was asked if the dealer 
should have a frank talk with the 
prospective investor who had no 
knowledge of the coin market, but 
who would like to take advantage 
of the profit possibilities in buying 
and selling coins. 

“This prospect,” he said, “is 
thinking only of speculation. I 
would advise him to use only avail- 
able risk capital, if he has any. 
He shouldn’t speculate in coins, 
stocks or commodities before he 
has made adequate provisions for 
insurance, savings accounts, sound 
investments that return an income, 
and some reserve capital for the 
proverbial rainy day. 

“Tf he has all this, I would tell 
him it is not good policy to invest 
all the money in just one promis- 
ing situation, but to diversify his 
holdings. I would suggest quality 
issues for which there is likely to 
be a market when the bottom has 
dropped out of thin issues which 
looked like a good gamble. 

“T would tell him to do business 
with a reputable dealer and forget 
about the ballyhoo in paper back 
books that explain how to make a 
fortune in a few years buying and 
selling coins.”

Store Installations 


The United States Coin Ex- 
change has announced the installa- 
tion of teletype equipment in two 
Ohio Department Stores — Halle 
Brothers in Cleveland, and the 
Fashion Department Store in Co- 
lumbus. 

The new services are teletype 
monitoring of the trading activities 
of exchange members. Buy and sell 
offers received on the trading floor 
at Detroit are relayed instantane- 
ously to the two stores. A stock 
market type screen automatically 
picks up the figures, and flashes the 
numismatic data in clear view of 
coin department customers. 


The stores’ coin customers ben- 
efit from the new teletype service 
in two ways. First of all, the up- 
to-the-minute data aids them in 
evaluating current purchases. And 
secondly, customers may purchase 
items offered for sale on the trad- 
ing wires by contacting a USCE 
trading member in their city, who 
will act as their broker in the trans- 
action. 


The new screen installations at 
Halle Brothers Department Store 
and The Fashion Department Store 
are among several such set-ups 
now operating in the United States. 
According to USCE President Ray 
I. Pevos “The installations serve a 
two-fold purpose — serving exist- 
ing customers with important coin 
market data, and attracting new 
customers into the department.” 


The United States Coin Ex- 
change has been in operation since 
spring of 1963. It is headquartered 
in Detroit’s Penobscot Building, 
and directed by its founders: attor- 


ney Ray I. Pevos and accountant 
Gerald M. Wolberg.

A New 


I am a twelve-year-old boy who 
has been collecting United States 
coins for the past four years. I 
would like to explain the problems 
of the junior collector, and attempt 
to show how these problems might 
be solved. 


Probably the biggest problem 
facing the junior collector is hav- 
ing no place to purchase coins and 
supplies. I have attempted to out- 
line the reasons for this. First, 
there are the problems incurred 
by the junior collector when buy- 
ing locally. 


1. Many times, when attempting 
to buy coins locally, the young col- 
lector finds that the only places 
that carry coins and numismatic 
supplies are dime stores, and va- 
riety stores. In these establish- 
ments, the numismatic department 
often consists merely of a few coin 
folders. The salespeople know 
nothing of the field and offer no 
help. 


2. When there is a bonafide nu- 
mismatic dealership in the locale 
of the young collector, there is 
usually only one. Since there is 
no competition, the prices are ex- 
tremely high. After trying to buy 
coins in his, or her, immediate area 
the junior collector turns to buy- 
ing in a main nearby city. This is 
because many junior collectors live 
in suburbs. 


3. When in a suburb, the young 
collector can usually not afford to

travel to the main nearby city, 
where there are acceptable numis- 
matic dealerships and _ depart- 
ments. I personally have had this 
experience. I live about 14 miles 
from Los Angeles. Since my par- 
ents can rarely take me this dis- 
tance to visit the coin firms there, 
bus transportation is my only al- 
ternative. The cost of this would 
be $1.30, plus the fact that I would 
have to walk a total of 20 blocks. 
After being unsuccessful in buying 
coins locally, the young collector 
turns to buying by mail. 


When attempting to buy by 
mail, the junior collector looks for 
ads in coin newspapers. Often, he 
finds that the coins which he needs 
are sold only in rolls. This is dis- 
appointing but the young collec- 
tor looks further. He finds a few 
ads in which the coins which he 
needs are sold singly. After com- 
paring the ads, the young collector 
finds the lowest price; this price 
is usually quite a bit below local 
prices. When the junior collector 
looks still further, he finds that al- 
though the coins are priced very 
reasonably, either a handling fee 
or a minimum order is required. 
When the cost of the coins is added 
to the cost of postage plus the cost 
of a money order, the price of a 
few coins is prohibitive. Because 
of these things, the junior collec- 
tor has to leave many collections 
with a few pieces missing. 

Here are my suggestions to rem- 
edy this situation: 


1. A “junior collector” plan for 
dealers. Where an adult may visit 
large metropolitan shopping areas 
regularly and become familiar with 
dealers, the junior collector cannot. 
The young collector needs a dealer 
that he can trust. I am proposing 
a dealer-junior collector member- 
ship plan. Under this plan, the 
young collector would pay an an- 
nual fee. This fee would cover the 
following items: 


a. Purchasing without a mini- 
mum or handling fee. In this way, 
the junior collector would be able 
to buy a few coins at a time when 
he could raise the money. 


b. A consulting service. The 
junior coin collector, once a mem- 
ber of the dealer-junior collector 
membership plan, could be able 
to get answers to his questions 
from an expert. These questions 
would be questions such as ‘‘What 
should I collect?” and ‘How 
should I go about collecting? 


I personally have started three 
of my friends on coin collecting. 
If I were a member of a dealer- 
junior collector membership plan 
and it were satisfactory, then I 
would tell these three friends. They 
might join, and might also recom- 
mend that dealer’s membership 
plan to other collectors. In this 
way, dealers could build up a large 
number of junior customers. 


The dealer would retain these 
junior collectors as lifetime cus- 
tomers.

Johnson Signs Coin Bill... 


“Let there be dollars!”’ 


President Lyndon Johnson has 
signed into law the “Treasury and 
Post Office Departments, the Ex- 
ecutive Office of the President, and 
Certain Independent Agencies Ap- 
propriation Bill, 1965’. In this bill 
which runs into the six billion dol- 
lar figure is one small appropria- 
tion that will make numismatic 
history. That is the sum of $600,- 
000 which will be used for the 
minting of some 45,000,000 silver 
dollars. 


During the hearings, which be- 
came somewhat heated at times 
over this appropriation, a letter 
from Secretary of the Treasury 
Dillon was read. It answered, not 
always to the full satisfaction of 
some members of Congress, most 
of the questions arising from 
this proposed striking. Said the 
Secretary: “In connection with 
the coming conference on Treasury 
appropriations, there is in disa- 
greement, as you know, an item 
of $600,000 for the manufacture 
of 45 million silver dollars in fiscal 
1965. I wanted to reemphasize the 
interest of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in securing approval of this 
item. 


“While I know you are familiar 
with our problem, I wanted to re- 
assure you that the administration 
feels it important to continue the 
use of the silver dollar, as it is 
one of the six standard coins pre- 
scribed by law, and is particularly 
used as an ordinary and traditional 
medium of exchange in many Far 
Western States. Also, use of the 
silver dollar will, to a great extent 
in the West at least, alleviate the 
heavy demands we have had on 
the quarter and 50-cent pieces. 
This eventually will about balance 
out the use of silver, as the mint- 
ing of enough halves and quarters 
to substitute for the 45 million 


silver dollars will take almost as 
much metal for the same end use. 


“You are fully aware of the 
Treasury’s ‘crash program’ for the 
minting of some 8 billion coins this 
fiscal year, with still higher pro- 
duction planned for fiscal 1966. 
Under this program we are acquir- 
ing many presses from the Depart- 
ment of Defense, GSA, and private 
industry and converting them for 
emergency use, although they will 
not be suitable nor economical on 
a long-range basis. With these 
presses now, however, and the con- 
tinued purchase of bronze and nic- 
kel strip, we will be able to pro- 
duce the 45 million silver dollars 
without cutting down on the pro- 
duction of coin of smaller denomi- 
nations. 


“Present plans call for the mint- 
ing of the dollars, if approved, at 
the Denver Mint only, using an 
old design and the 1964 date, if 
the bill for that purpose becomes 
law, as we hope will be the case. 

“Tf this item is approved in our 
appropriation bill it would be our 
policy to distribute the silver dol- 
lars through the Federal Reserve 
banks in the West where they are 
used as a medium of exchange. We 
would not use them in redemption 
of silver certificates at the Treasu- 
ry. 

“Thank you for your past as- 
sistance in this matter, and what- 
ever you can do in the conference 
to help secure approval of this 
$600,000 item will be doubly ap- 
preciated. 

Sincerely yours, 
Douglas Dillon.” 


New Mint at Philadelphia 
Also enclosed in this appropria- 
tions bill was the necessary funds 
to build the contemplated new 


Mint at Philadelphia. The newly 
authorized mint will have a capa- 
city to produce 8 to 10 billion 
coins annually. When this facility 
is completed it is hoped that it 
will meet the needs of coinage for 
many years to come. 

Construction is not expected to 
begin until next year. Clearance 
for the title for the land will not be 
completed until November of this 
year. It will then take two years 
to complete with a production 
schedule set for January 1, 1967. 

A large amount of preliminary 
planning for both the mint build- 
ing and the machinery has been 
completed. 

The Mint officials alone can not 
be blamed for not properly being 
able to cope with the situation. 
The Arthur D. Little Company, 
whose reports and recommenda- 
tions were submitted to the Bureau 
of the Mint in February of 1963 
and published in Numismatic 
News, forecast a need and a de- 
mand for 3.3 billion coins in the 
calendar year of 1964. In fiscal 
1964 (July to July) our mints pro- 
duced 4.8 billion coins and this 
proved insufficient. 

The Denver and Philadelphia 
Mints are now expecting to pro- 
duce some 8 billion coins in fiscal 
1965. The Little Report had fore- 
cast that there would not be a 
need for that many coins until 
1978, 14 years hence. 

It is remarkable that the Mint 
can, with its overtaxed facilities, 
be able to double coin production 
in one year.

Mint Doubles 


Production Up 
Seventy-Seven Per Cent 


The Treasury Department has 
reported the first month’s results 
of its program to double coin pro- 
duction during the current fiscal 
year. 

In July, the two Mints in Phila- 
delphia and Denver turned out 
458.4 million coins—77 percent 
higher than the same month last 
year. Production of quarters was 
165 percent higher. Dime produc- 
tion rose 265 percent. 

Still larger increases are expect- 
ed this fall. The Denver and Phil- 
adelphia Mints are converting to 
additional coin press operations 
the space and facilities formerly 
used for production of nickel and 
bronze “strip”. The latter mate- 
rials are now being bought from 
private industry. 

Space in the San Francisco Mint 
building, which was closed as a 
coinage Mint in 1955 is being 
cleared for the production of nickel 
and bronze “blanks” ready for fi- 
nal stamping into nickels and cents 
at the Denver Mint. 


Facilities of the Frankford Ar- 
senal in Philadelphia are being uti- 


lized to anneal and clean coin 
blanks for the Philadelphia Mint. 


The Mint presently has 60 coin 
presses. The number will be 
doubled by early next year. 

Eleven new coin presses are be- 
ing built and will begin producing 
coins in November at both Mints. 

Bids to furnish still another 15 
coin presses have been received 
and orders will be placed this week 
for delivery beginning in January 
1965. 

Sixteen surplus presses, former- 
ly used by the Department of De- 
fense to manufacture ammunition, 
are being converted to coin pro- 
duction. The first of these will be 
installed and operating in October, 
and the rest-in November. 


Two other coin presses, pre- 
viously owned by the Mint, have

been reacquired. They have been 
reconditioned and will be making 
coins this month at Denver. 

In December, proof coin produc- 
tion in Philadelphia will cease and 
the presses, space and personnel of 
that operation will be used in reg- 
ular coin production. 


Congress has now approved 
funds to keep both Mints on a 24- 
hour day, 7-day week schedule. 
Funds for the new Mint in Phila- 
delphia, $16,500,000, have also 
been approved by Congress. Land 
has been set aside and the General 
Services Administration is rushing 
plans for construction.

Museum Pieces 


Mrs. Fern Miller, superinten- 
dent of the Denver Mint, reported 
that two ancient coin presses lo- 
cated in museums may be used to 
strike the newly authorized silver 
dollars. 


One press is on display at the 
Nevada State Museum and the 
86 year old relic was used in the 
Carson City Mint. The other press 
is in a San Francisco museum. 


“If they are in working order, 
we hope to borrow them,” said 
Mrs. Miller in an interview.

be stopped, it has already passed 
the Senate, there is a definite pos- 
sibility that the 1964 date will be 
used on coins struck in 1965. An 
amendment by Senator Robertson 
has been tacked onto the bill, 
however, and should the shortage 
of coins cease before the end of 
the year, and at the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
then the new date, 1965, would 
be used, but then it would have 
to be used until the beginning of 
the fiscal year in July. Here again 
the dangers of the coins shortage 
would again be weighed and be the 
deciding factor as to whether the 
date would be changed or not. 

Assistant Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Robert Wallace does not feel 
that the legitimate collector is to 
blame, but blames two kinds of 
hoarders, commercial and numis- 
matic. He feels that should the 
date freeze be put into effect some 
1 billion coins held by speculators 
will be released into circulation. 

Mr. Wallace believes the coin 
shortage under present conditions 
tends to feed itself. Hoarding 
causes shortages which in turn 
causes more hoarding which in- 
tensifies the shortage. 

He says that by keeping the 
date 1964 on the coins some specu- 
lators will release their hoards of 
1964 coins, thus easing the short- 
age somewhat, then those commer- 
cial hoarders who just buy coins 
at face value in order to sell them 
to businesses for a premium will 
have no market. 

The Treasury Department main- 
tains they are not against the reg- 
ular collector, nor do they want to 
break a tradition of dating coins 
in the year that they have been 
struck, but must take some dras- 
tic measure because of a drastic 


situation.

The following editorial appeared in the August 17th, 1964 issue of Numismatic News. We 


feel it is worthwhile to reprint it here. 


editorial: Silver Dollars—For Whom? 


There were some 200 million silver dollars in the 
vaults of the United States Treasury at the be- 
ginning of 1963. By the end of the year there 
remained but a mere 3 million, all reported to be 
of numismatic value. 

Now the Treasury Department will mint 45 mil- 
lion more, these alone they believe will remain 
in circulation in the Far West; that they will help 
alleviate the coin shortage by releasing more quar- 
ters and half-dollars; that it will be difficult for 
collectors to grab them because they will be mint- 
ed at Denver and released only in states that ac- 
tually use them as a circulating medium; that 
because they will be rationed to a release of about 
3 million per month speculators will not be inter- 
ested. 

I am afraid the Treasury Department underes- 
timates the voracity of a hungry speculator, these 
coins will disappear faster than the proverbial 
ice cube in.... 

No, we are not against a new coin for collectors 
to add to their sets. In normal times this would 
be quite a shot in the arm for coin collecting, but 
these are not normal times. We are experiencing 
such a critical coin shortage that we have to resort 
to such drastic measures as freezing the date on 
coins, eliminate proof sets, consider the issuance 
of fractional scrip. 

The government maintains that issuing these 
coins will not affect the production of other de- 
nominations, maybe so, they know their own pro- 
duction facilities and requirements better than 
others. The government maintains that it will cost 
them only $600,000 to issue these cartwheels. What 
of the silver that is going into the coins? 

There is no seignorage profit (the difference be- 
tween the face value and the cost of production 
of metal coins) in a silver dollar. In fact there is 
a slight loss for the new dollars will contain $1.0005 
in metallic value. The Treasury Department could 
do more towards alleviating the shortage by strik- 
ing 1965 proof coins instead. 

It should take no more time, realize a far greater 
profit and tie up enough of the investors and col- 
lectors money that they would not turn to current 
dated coins instead. 


Why silver dollars, then? 


One answer has been to keep the silver mines 
in operation. Yet, this silver will come from the 
government stockpile, in fact silver is used for 
production faster than it can be produced and our 
present stockpile contains less than a five years 
supply. When this is exhausted manufacturers and 
silversmiths will turn on the existing silver coins 
like a flock of starved vultures. Think we have 
a coin shortage now — wait three or four years and 
the silver situation has not been remedied. 


No one wants to accuse the government of aid- 
ing and abbetting gamblers and yet, Nevada gamb- 
lers are mutilating coins to keep them from the 
hands of collectors, as yet, the Secret Service has 
not even said, “naughty — naughty.” 


Here is one source of the coin shortage that has 
somehow escaped the accusing finger that has been 
pointed at coin collectors and the vending machine 
industry, but let’s wait a minute and study some 
statistics from Las Vegas and Reno. 


The latest models of the one-arm bandits or slot 
machine can each gobble upwards of 900 coins per 
hour, some 18,000 of these machines are licensed 
to operate in that state. They are adaptable to 
cents, nickels, dimes, quarters, halves and silver 
dollars. The newer machines have their own coin 
reservoirs and pay-off directly from them. This 
means that they must hold coins in reserve. Theo- 
retically a 900 coin per hour machine needs 21,600 
coins per day to keep it happy and gambling in 
Nevada is conducted on a 24 hour schedule. It is 
generally accepted that the average machine pays 
the house 30% of its take, so that in a 24 hour 
period each machine withdraws 6,480 coins to pay 
the house. Not taking into consideration any coins 
left in the reservoirs other than the house take, 
some 116,640,000 coins end up in the gamblers’ 
pots every day. In addition to this, the customers 
play and take an additional 272,160,000 coins per 
day. 


Ah, yes, there is a coin shortage, but numisma- 
tists are not the only ones that “gobble-up” coins.

Cheap Change to Come 


This story first appeared in The Milwaukee a} 
Journal. We are grateful for their permission i} 


to reprint it here. 


Uncle Sam is planning some 
changes for that change in your 
pocket, according to unofficial 
word from the treasury depart- 
ment. The pleasant jingle of silver 
halves, quarters and dimes may 
give way to clunks, clicks or simply 
no sound — and possibly much less 
weight. The reason? There aren’t 
enough coins to go around, nor 
enough silver to make them. Gov- 
ernment and private officials have 
taken a number of steps in the last 
two weeks to alleviate both short- 
ages, but they are not expected to 
ease materially a long standing 
trend of growing consumption for 
industrial processes, vending ma- 
chines, coinage and coin collecting. 

The treasury, already armed 
with special legislation, has taken 
two big steps to meet the coin 
shortage: 

It has stepped up production to 
an annual rate of seven billion 
coins this year, compared with the 
4.3 billion turned out in the fiscal 
year ended June 30. 


It has decided to put the 1964 
date on coins minted after Jan. 1, 
1965, to discourage collectors from 
hoarding such items as the Ken- 
nedy half dollar and the big cart- 
wheel — the silver dollar. 


Toll Roads Eat Coins 

Bankers throughout the nation 
have started their own campaigns 
to empty piggy banks and to work 
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with business firms in circulating 
an estimated 48 billion coins now 
in existence. 


The American Bankers associa- 
tion this month mailed to its mem- 
bers a kit including newspaper ad- 
vertisements, a suggestion book- 
let, announcement of a film strip 
and other materials, aimed at per- 
suading business firms and con- 
sumers to release idle coins. 


These steps, however are regard- 
ed as stopgap measures by the 
treasury. They point to these 
facts: Coin collectors have grown 
from two million a decade ago to 
eight million now. Local and state 
sales taxes chew up more coins. 
The multi-million-dollar vending 
industry depends on them for all 
its revenue. Turnpikes are stretch- 
ing across the nation, and their toll 
booths have an insatiable appetite 
for coins. 

There isn’t much hope for in- 
creased silver production, either. 
Most silver is mined only as a by- 
product of pulling lead, copper and 
zinc out of the ground. Since 1959 
there has been a gap between free 
world production and _ industrial 
consumption; for the last three 
years alone, United States indus- 
try has used nearly three times 
the mines’ output of 35 million 
ounces.

Reducing the silver content 

won’t help, according to govern- 


ment and private officials. They 
favor a “clean break” for the coins 
most affected — halves, quarters 
and dimes. With less silver, eye 
appeal drops rapidly, but demand 
(for both industry and coinage) 
would still exceed the silver supply. 
Inflated silver prices might lead to 
a situation where it would be prof- 
itable to melt down a dime with 
even 50% silver, for example, as 
the cheapest source of the metal 
for industrial purposes. 

United States silver coins now 
contain 90% silver and 10% cop- 
per. Nickels are 75% copper and 
25% nickel. Pennies have copper 
mixed with a little tin and zinc. 

The copper-nickel mixture is 
favored for the present 90% silver 


coins. The public is familiar with 
it, mints are experienced in proc- 
essing it, and its cost is far below 
the price of silver — now about 
$18.70 a pound. Copper is 32¢ a 
pound and nickel 80¢. 


Other Metals Possible 

Nickel clad and stainless steel 
coins have been tried, but they 
present processing difficulties. A 
number of nations have switched 
to pure nickel for their “subsidi- 
ary” coins, including India, Paki- 
stan, France, Canada, Greece and 
Holland. South Africa plans to 
use pure nickel to replace four of 
its 50% silver alloy coins. Israel 
and a number of nations have 
adopted aluminum for small pieces 
of change. 


The United States treasury ex- 
presses keen interest in aluminum, 
too. It’s abundant, cheap, light 
weight and can be “very attrac- 
tive.” Americans might balk at 
aluminum coins, however, simply 
because of the weight and the idea 
that Uncle Sam was “short chang- 
ing” the public. 

Fractional paper currency would 
be no substitute for coins, moneta- 
ry experts say. It would be too 
costly, considering that nearly 40 
such notes would have to be print- 
ed, distributed, withdrawn, check- 
ed and destroyed to equal the life 
span of a single dime, quarter or 
half dollar. And even a worn or 
mutilated coin can be remelted and 
cast into a new one with only a 
little additional metal. 


The surge in demand on silver 
— for coins and industrial stocks 
— will drive the treasury’s hoard 
of silver close to bottom within 
three years, officials there concede. 


Decision by February 


Because a coinage change could 
quickly turn into a “hot potato” 
politically and economically, the 
treasury has set an unofficial dead- 
line of next February for a decision 
on what changes to recommend to 
Capitol Hill and the White House. 


“We’ve got to get started by 
spring,” one official said, “because 
(congress) might not pass it the 
first year. If we haven’t made the 
switch by about three years from 
now, I wouldn’t want to be 
around.” 


The Whales Return 


to 
Nantucket Island 


Twenty-eight miles off Cape Cod 
lies an island populated originally 
and even yet by stubborn people. 

Nantucket early emerged as the 
acknowledged leader of home ports 
for the great whaling fleets which 
spread our civilization (and some 
of the after-effects of civilization) 
throughout the Pacific islands.

The world 
knocked at her door and Nan- 
tucket bows to nobody. The peo- 
ple today like things to go their 
way and secession talk still results 
from disagreements with neighbor- 
ing States and the Federal govern- 
ment. 

But in the latest fracas the Nan- 


tucketers took a more peaceable 
approach. When the coin shortage 
reached Nantucket in early sum- 
mer of this year, things became 
tough. Change was in such short 
supply that Harry A. Howard, gift 
shop proprietor, was reduced to 
splitting a single role of quarters 
a day between his three shops. 

Though not a native, the Nan- 
tucket independence has rubbed 
off on Howard. If the government 
wouldn’t supply coins, he decided, 
he’d supply his own. 

So Howard had $7,500 worth of 
two- and four-bits Whale Money 
tokens struck, and he began to 
use them in his business. Nan- 


tucket being a resort island, the 


gimmick quickly caught on and 
tourists readily accepted the to- 
kens as souvenirs.

coins as payment for goods and

non-existent government brand. 


There was some question at first 
whether the move was legal. But 
legality didn’t seem too important 
to the businessmen right about 
then. If the government doesn’t

And so far, Nantucket has gone 
ahead with its private issue. “If 
the government doesn’t like it,” 
they say, “we’ll be happy to accept 
a few more rolls of quarters and 
half dollars.”

N.C.S. Finds Error 
On First Proofs 


The National Commemorative 
Society has reported to its mem- 
bers that an elusive error was dis- 
covered on the obverse of its sec- 
ond commemorative coin-medal 
while the sterling silver proofs were 
being produced. Upon discovery 
of this error, production was 
promptly halted until a new ob- 
verse die could be made, and only 
the first 1546 serially-numbered 
proofs were struck incorrectly. 


All of those who received incor- 
rect proofs were given the oppor- 
tunity to send them back, at NCS’s 
expense, to be melted down and 
replaced with correct proofs. Near- 
ly all refused, however. Those NCS 
members with membership num- 
bers from 1547 through 5252 were 
not affected, since their sterling 
silver proofs were struck after the 
obverse die was corrected. 


Designed by Gilroy Roberts, 
Chief Sculptor-Engraver of the 
U.S. Mint, on a private commission 
awarded by NCS, this commemo- 
rative pays tribute to the 100th 
Anniversary of the U.S. Coinage 
Motto “In God We Trust.” The 
obverse features conjoined busts of 
Rev. Mark R. Watkinson and Sal- 
mon P. Chase, who together were 
principally responsible for the 
adoption of this motto. The error 
on the original obverse die was in 
the inscription ‘““Mark A. Watkin-

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son” instead of “Mark R. Watkin- 
son.”

A number of NCS members have 
asked NCS to sell them both a 
correct and incorrect proof. None 
of these requests have been ac- 
cepted, however, since NCS has 
an iron-clad policy of issuing one, 
and only one, proof of each com- 
memorative for each membership 
in good standing. According to 
Segel, “There will be only 5252 
proofs of this commemorative in 
existence, approximately 1500 of 
which will be incorrect. Then the 
two obverse dies, together with 
the sole reverse die, will be muti- 
lated and rendered useless.” 


The first proof struck was in 
platinum and was auctioned off at 
the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation Convention Auction in Cleve- 
land on August 22. The highest of 
three bidders was Arnold Shestack 
of New York City, who bought the

U.S.C.E. to Install 
Machines at Shows 


The United States Coin Ex- 
change has announced that its 
Quotation Service — a teletype 
market information service for nu- 
mismatic trading activities — will 
be in operation at two coin shows 
this fall: the Fort Worth Coin 
Club Third Annual Convention in 
Fort Worth September 26 and 27; 
and the Steel City Coin Club Third 
Annual Coin Show in Buffalo Oc- 
tober 2, 3, and 4. 


The USCE Installations will 
consist of a teletype receiver, which 
prints a steady stream of numis- 
matic market information. The 
transmission originates on the ex- 
change trading floor in Detroit, 
and consists of buy and sell offers 
made by USCE’s 200 participating 
members. The trading activities 
are transferred to Quotation Serv- 
ice wires within minutes after they 
occur — thus assuring that the 
information received by Quotation 
Service subscribers is always fresh. 


Since USCE’s 200 members are 
spread throughout some 175 cities 
in the United States and Canada, 
the data transmitted is thoroughly 
representative of market activities 
on a national level. 


Ray I. Pevos, USCE President 
and founder of the Exchange, says 
that Quotation Service installa- 
tions are extremely valuable at 
coin shows. “Teletype is particu- 
larly important at coin shows,” 
according to Pevos, “because they 
are, after all, centers of trading 
activities. The currently rapid 
pace of the numismatic market 
makes up-to-the-minute informa- 
tion important to successful buying 
and selling at any time, and in an 
area of concentrated trading activ- 
ities such as that created by a coin 
show, this information is doubly 
imperative.” 


The Quotation Service installa- 
tion, says Pevos, ‘“‘will enable each 
dealer to keep abreast of market 
activities, and allow him to make 
these decisions with the benefit of 
the latest national market informa- 
tion transmitted across the tele- 
type wires.”

try,’ which showcases Swedish in- 
dustrial and commercial develop- 
ments. 

Avesta, which belongs to the 
Johnson Group’s family of com- 
panies, was one of Europe’s largest 
copper refineries during the 17th 
century. Its mines dated back to 
the 1300’s when iron was mined. 
Today the company is one of the 
largest stainless steel producers in 
Europe. 

The large rectangular piece of 
currency on display in the Swedish 
Pavilion is a ten daler (pronounced 
dollar) denomination coin. The 
daler was a legal tender and fore- 
runner of the modern Swedish 
krona. What could the coin buy 
in 1644? Two cows. 

A monopoly to refine, mint and 
sell copper coins was granted to 
Avesta by Gustav II Adolf in 
1619. All copper coins of the realm 
were produced by the company 
until 1831 when minting was trans- 
ferred to Stockholm. 

During those years Avesta 
minted 25,000 copper plate coins 
in 1, 2, 4, 8 and 10 daler denomin- 
ations. The large majority of these 
coins were exported to the rest of 
Europe where they were melted 
down for their raw material instead 
of being used as a medium of ex- 
change. Only three of these coins 
are known to exist today. The 
coin in the Swedish Pavilion is in 
practically mint condition. 

The Axel Johnson Group is an 
international industrial and trans- 
portation empire engaged in ship- 
ping, shipbuilding, mining, the 
manufacture of heavy machinery 
and other operations.

The av- 
erage piece has had to circulate far 
more than the old Barber type did. 
Many collectors take the coin for 
granted, although the last coinage 
was 17 years ago. 


The proportion of Liberty Walk- 
ings in circulation with half-ob- 
literated dates or other serious 
wear seems to have increased 
greatly since 1962. Until that year, 
1943 and later pieces in circulation, 
VF or better, were so common as

to be a nuisance to anyone seeking 
Franklins from circulation. 

One reason for the drop in qual- 
ity may be that collectors are start- 
ing to keep the better specimens 
they encounter. They spend the 
less desirable pieces, which there- 
fore make up a larger percentage of 
the type in circulation. 

The coin’s design is another im- 
portant factor. The Barber type 
seemed to resist wear better. Its 
date stayed intact longer, because 
it was protected by the coin’s rim. 
The Liberty Walking date, on the 
other hand, is almost as high as 
that on the Liberty Standing quar- 
ter. 

The biggest reason for the Lib- 
erty Walking’s early demise may 
be the Kennedy half. The Liberty 
Walking may have to carry the 
burden of most half-dollar transac- 
tions for a long time to come. Col- 
lectors and dealers are withdraw-

ing many Franklins, and it’s ques- 
tionable as to when the Kennedy 
will get into general circulation. 


The natural result of this is that 
the common or worn Liberty Walk- 
ings will be spent-and_ re-spent. 
This increased use will speed up 
wear and thus encourage even more 
collectors to keep the better speci- 
mens. 


One could say that halves with 
illegible dates are likely to remain 
in circulation indefinitely. This 
isn’t necessarily so. If a coin’s 
date isn’t readable, it’s spent more 
rapidly and if anything wears out 
faster. The general condition of 
most Liberty Standing quarters 
still in circulation bears this out. 


The Liberty Walking’s coinage 
history is another possible reason 
for its quick extinction. Except 
for World War II and a few other 
years, annual production was not

high by modern standards. Add 
this to the fact of the exposed date, 
and it’s not hard to see why fine 
Liberty Walkings earlier than 1940 
aren’t common. Yet Barber halves 
dated in the 1890’s were still avail- 
able in VG to fine condition as 
late as the mid-1940’s. 

Finally, the relative lack of in- 
terest in half dollars meant that 
the Liberty Walking tended to stay 
in circulation and wear out. 

This may already have made cer- 


tain dates scarcer than their pre- 
mium value implies. For some 
years, collectors have been retain- 
ing 1916 and 1921 issues, while ig- 
noring the supposedly more com- 
mon dates. I have never encoun- 
tered a half dated between 1927 
and 1929, although I’ve seen 
1917-S and D pieces of both types 
(mint mark on obverse or reverse). 

All these things point to a quick 
disappearance of many of the type, 
and a lowering of the general qual- 


ity of those left in circulation. It 
may become obsolete far faster 
than the Barber design did. Both 
the Liberty Walking and Barber 
seem to have one thing in com- 
mon: nobody paid much atten- 
tion to what seemed to be a com- 
mon coin, then everyone suddenly 
discovered it wasn’t common any 
more. That day, for the Liberty 
Walking, may be close at hand.

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will produce almost twice as many 
coins as they did last year (Fiscal 
1964). At present the mints are 
producing almost 20 million coins 
a day. This means that produc- 
tion is running at an annual rate 
of more than 7 billion coins, com- 
pared to a rate of 4.3 billion dur- 
ing fiscal 1964. 


Meanwhile the sixty additional 
coinage presses now being pur- 
chased and installed by the Mint 
will bring coin production up to 
an annual rate of more than 9 bil- 
lion coins early in 1965. That will 
give us a total production for fiscal 
year 1965 of eight billion coins, 
nearly double last year’s output. 
In addition, plans for a new mint 
in Philadelphia are moving for- 
ward. Furthermore, in order to 
discourage coin hoarding by specu- 
lators, for the present new coins 
minted in 1965 will continue to 
carry the 1964 date. 


That means that we can look 
forward to the end of the coin 
shortage next year. However, in 
the meantime the temporary short- 
age of coins poses a serious prob- 
lem. 


For that reason, the ABA cam- 
paign at this time will perform a 
very real public service by increas- 
ing the voluntary return of coins 
to circulation and lessening the 
strain on the existing supply. 


The truth is that the habit many 
people have of emptying the 
change from their pocket or purse 
into the bureau drawer or some 
other place of temporary safe- 
keeping has contributed materially 
to the coin shortage. By encourag- 
ing people to return these coins to 
circulation, the American Bankers 
Association is helping to avoid the 
possibility of this temporary short- 
age developing into a real nuisance 
for both retailers and consumers. 


I am sure that public-spirited 
citizens will be quick to return to 
circulation whatever change they 
may have tucked away, and the 
combined result of this campaign 
and the increase in coin production 
should help to relieve what other- 
wise might have developed into a 
critical coin shortage.

A taxpayer who receives fluctu- 
ating income pays substantially 
more in income taxes than others 
with a comparable amount of total 
income which is spread evenly over 
the years involved. This occurs 
because the progressive rates take 
a much larger proportion of the 
income in taxes than those whose 
incomes in some years are rela- 
tively high. 

Under prior law, certain types of 
income were subject to “spread- 
ing” or “averaging” over a number 
of years. Included in this category

were compensation for personal 
services, income from inventions or 
artistic work, back pay, and dam- 
ages for patent infringements, in- 
juries under anti-trust laws and 
breach of contract. 

The new law replaces all of the 
old rules except that in certain in- 
stances persons performing person- 
al service can still, for a limited 
time, avail themselves of the for- 
mer law.

THE IDES OF MARCH 


Two score and nine years ago 
our Congress brought forth upon 
this nation a new tax, conceived 
in desperation and dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are 
fair game. 

Now we are engaged in a great 
mass of calculations testing wheth- 
er that taxpayer or any taxpayer 
so confused and so impoverished 
can long endure. We have met on 
form 1040. We have come to dedi- 
cate,a large portion of our income 
to a final resting place with those 
men here who spend their lives 
that they may spend our money. 

It is altogether anguish and tor- 
ture that we should do this. But in 
the legal sense we cannot evade, 
we cannot cheat, we cannot under- 
estimate this tax. The collectors, 
clever and sly, who computed here, 
have gone beyond our power to add 
and subtract. 

Our creditors will little note nor 
long remember what we pay here, 
but the Internal Revenue Service 
can never forget what we report 
here. It ts rather for us to be dedi- 
cated to the great task remaining 
before us — that from these van- 
ished dollars we take increased 
devotion to the few remaining, that 
we here highly resolve that next 
year will find us in a higher income 
bracket.

The new provisions do not allow 
recent graduates who begin their 
first full time jobs to use income 
averaging. However, persons who 
are at least 25 years of age and who 
have not been a full time student 
for at least four years since the age 
of 21 can elect to use the new in- 
come averaging provisions. 

This new law is complicated, it 
is tricky and full of restrictions, 
BUT it will save a whale of a lot of 
money if understood and used. 

Only citizens and residents of 
the U.S. can elect to average. The 
use of the new income averaging 
provisions are not mandatory and 
a new election can be made each 
tax year. In addition, a taxpayer 
who desires to avail himself of 
these new provisions must have 
had his entire income subject to 
tax throughout the entire base 
period as well as the computation 
year. A nonresident alien does not 
qualify. 

If a taxpayer files a joint return 
or a surviving spouse return for the 
computation year, his base period 
income must be reconstructed as 
if he and his present spouse had 
filed joint returns for each base 
period year. 

As time goes on there will be 
regulations issued, clear examples 
will be cited by the taxing authori- 
ties to give a better understanding 
of this new law which evokes a 
unique principle to help taxpayers 
save money. 

Forms and worksheets are being 
prepared by the Treasury Depart- 
ment for distribution with the 1964 
income tax returns to give tax- 
payers a better opportunity of tak- 
ing advantage of the tax savings 
afforded by the new law. 





Commercial Aviation’s 50th, 
Medal Recalls First Flight 


The St. Petersburg and Tampa 
Chambers of Commerce have se- 
lected this medallion as the official 
medal of the Golden Anniversary 
Celebration Year, 1964. 


The Golden Anniversary of 
Commercial Aviation Medal is 24% 
inches in diameter with a large 
propeller and a view of the airboat 
in flight on the obverse. 

The reverse shows pilot Tony 
Jannus in the cockpit. Jannus 
flew the first scheduled commercial 
flight from St. Petersburg to Tam- 
pa January 1, 1914. The flight 
took twenty-three minutes with 
the first ticket going for $400 at 
public auction. 

The first plane used, a biwing 
flying boat, was designed and built 
by Tom Benoist for the purpose 
of a commercial flight in Florida. 

Copies of the medal may be ob- 
tained in bronze at $4.50 from 
Treasureland Medallions, 307 
Edgewood Avenue, Clearwater, 
Florida.

Mining Company Protests 


“The silver crisis today has two 
sides,” say the Day Mines, Inc. of 
Wallace, Idaho, who are concerned 
about the shortage of subsidiary 
coins and under-production of sil- 
ver in relation to industrial uses. 


Base metal coins are not the 
solution to either problem they 
say. They would worsen coinage 
chaos and prolong the silver crisis. 

As soon as base metal coins were 
issued, silver coins would go into 
hoarding, because silver coins are 
valuable for themselves and base 
metal coins have no intrinsic value. 


In which case the mint would 
be faced with the task of replacing 
$2.5 billion in subsidiary coins now 
in circulation. Even that amount 
of coinage is not enough to meet 
the demands of growing industries, 
expanding economy and the needs 
of vending machines.

industrial silver users would con- 
tinue to deplete the Treasury sup- 
plies at $1.293 an ounce, and at an 
ever increasing pace since the in- 
dustrial use of silver is growing.
